Dr. linker Replies to Prof. Woodbridge 

To the Editor of tho GRAPHIC: 

In your editorial of Feb. 2Stli you 
speak of a "conllict of testimony" be- 
tween Prof. Woodbridge and myself. 
The oonfiict of testimony was in reality 
between Prof. Woodbridge and the state 
inspector of public buildings, who writes: 
On the 19th inst. (Feb. ’96). I made an 
inspection of tbe old Adams sohool 
building at Newtonville, and found the 
air not up to the required purity. Iu the 
first story south-easterly room, there 
were only eleven small pupils present, 
and no test was made. In the first story 
north-easterly room there wore forty- 
nine seats and twenty-seven pupils. Tho 
carbonic acid test gave twelve Darts in 
ten thousand of air. This may be pass- 
able with the small number of pupils 
present, although it would not be consid- 
ered good. Iu the second story north- 
westerly room with forty-niuo seats aud 
twenty-seveu pupils present, the carbon- 
ic acid test gave sixteen paits in ten 
thousand. Iu the second story south- 
easterly room, with forty-nine seats and 
twenty-nine pupils present, the carbonic 
acid test gave twenty two parts in ten 
thousand. School had been iu session 
less than an hour when tho teBt was 
made. The air in these last two rooms 
was bad and hnd the full number of 
pupils enrolled been present, the results 
would have been worse. The ventilation 
of the urinals in the basement could be 
improved. 

The amount of air supplied and ex- 
hausted through tho vent ducts is not 
sufficient to maintain a good degree of 
purity iu the rooms. If the use of this 
buildiDg is to be continued for sohool 
purposes, suitable means of ventilation 
should be provided.

In two of the rooms. Prof, Woodbridge 
fouud, at 9.30 on a Monday morning, 
seyen aud nine parts respectively of car- 
bonic acid. Manifestly the Monday 
morning test of impurity was made un- 
der the most favorable conditions. Tho 
close of an afternoon session might show 
much higher proportions of c irbon diox- 
ide, particularly with the full number of 
uupiis present. 

With reference to the .saflfhry condi- 
tion of the basement, I may remark that 
the hoppers are of a pattern that fouls 
readily, and they require constant over- 
sight to insure their cleanliness and pro- 
per working. The sanitary engineer, 
•vho spoke at the first hearing, said that 
they were the cheapest and one of tbe 
worst forms of their kind. Prof. Wood- 
bridge’s report admits that they are not 
of the best type. 

The basemeut 11 >ors are somewhat de- 
cayed, aud iu places foul and wet. 
These considerations do not justify any- 
one in the statement "that the old build- 
ing was iu excellent sauitary condition." 
It is possible to go into a Iresbly cleaned 
and renovated building aud fail to fiud 
lurking dirt, wet 11 >ors, or defective 
traps. Improvement in these respects is 
one good result of the present agitation. 
It may be turtber admitted that tbe 
naked eye may not discover disease 
germs. They are usually detected by 
microscopes of high power and by elabo- 
rate aud painstaking methods. 

In your editorial of Feb. 14th, I read, 
‘‘In these days of microbes, germs and 
bacilli, sdiool bouses of al buildings, 
should receive a thorough cleaning at 
frequent intervals, out of regard to tbe 
health of the teachers aud pupils." I 
commend this utterance. The Newtou 
board of health wisely objects to the 
promiscuous use of pencils by pupils in 
tbe public^cbonls. The same objection 
extends to common drinking cups, books 
aud utensils, including the toys of tbe 
kindergarten, all of which children are 
so prone to put into their mouths, and 
which thereby become tne vehicle for 
transmitting disease. The facts of bac- 
teriology confirming the above remark 
are as well attested as tbe d tta of cbom- 
istry or any scieuce. For auyoue to call 
tbe germs of disease a humbug, is to dis 
qualify that oue for judging tho evidence 
ot unsanitary conditions Dr. Hartwell, 
the distinguished head of the system of 
physical cultuie in the B »ston schools, 
recently entered a plea for frequent and 
efficient cl -ansiug and disinL-ction of 
sfiiuol houses. It is tbe teudeuev in all 
o lligbteued communities to develop 
scrupulous and constant attention to 
these nec-ssitiee of modern civiliz ition. 

Tbe pub ic discussions iu Newtouviile 
have been entirely free from personali- 
ties or sectional selfishness The people 
of tbe district feel that they ure euiitied 
to the building which was planned for 
them, and which is alone ample for the 
need* of the immediate future. Tbe 
questions now discussed are n it of per 
sous but of policies. The people desire 
simple justice aud object to patchwork 
methods of procuring it.

Councilman Ober and the Adams 
School. 

To tho Editor of the Graphic: 

When the school board of Newton 
several years ago asked for a new brick 
building to be built in front of the old 
Claflin school, they claimed it because 
there was not room enough in the old 
wooden building. After the new school 
house was completed, and it had beeu 
oocupied Borno time, the writer was 
appointed chairman of the committee on 
school houses. I immediately inter- 
viewed the school committee of Ward 
Two, as to why they were occupying 
both school buildings when either of 
them was plenty large enough for the 
scholars. The senior raembor informed 
mo that "she did not really know why 
they wore occupying both buildiugs." I 
informed them that unless they moved 
all tho scholars into the new buildiug 
aud stopped tho extra expense of heat- 
ing, etc., that I should bring the faots 
before the whole board for action. 

Tho committee of Ward Two agreed to 
tbe proposition and did so, and have had 
plenty of room until the kindergarton 
school was established in tbe old (Jlafiin 
building. 

I tried to find tbe excuse for using 
both buildings, some said it was because 
the committee claimed they had not 
school room enough, and to move all the 
scholars into another building of tbe 
same size would be a serious reflection 
upon that statement, and still others 
said it was for the purpose of getting 
two masters in Newtonville, which they 
certainly succeeded in doing, and have 
kept one at an extra expeuse of $1900 a 
year in a six room building ever siuce, 
while other villages in Newton have only 
hnd one master; and one village not any. 

Iu regard to the controversy over tho 
old aud new "Adams buildings," the 
same committee seem to want to repeat 
this ancient history. There is room in 
the new building for all the scholars, and 
will be for four years to come, at the 
least. Tbe extra expense of heating, 
janitor service, etc., should have much 
influence in reaching a decision. What- 
ever I can do by word or vote against the 
use of two buildings while one will 
answer the purpose, will be done.

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TIIE ADAMS SCHOOL HOUSE. 


JtEI'OKT OF Til IC SUPKKIN rKNDENT OF 
BOIIOOLB AND THAT OF T1IK SANITARY 
KXKKT. 


Newton villo, Feb. 20, 1800. 
To tho School Committee of Newton:— 
Tbo new Adame school building is 
completed, and it becomes necessnry for 
tho board to determine what use is to be 
made of it. As the matter is an import- 
ant one, I have deemed it expedient to 
make it tho subject of my icport for this 
meeting. 

On April 27,1894, the old Adams build 
ing was partially destroyed by lire. As 
soou as nocess try arrangements could be 
made, pupils belonging to grades one, 
two, three and four were located iu the 
Jackson building, while pupils belonging 
to the live upper grades were placed iu 
the Eliot. In tho following September, 
tho damaged building having meanwhile 
boon thoroughly repaired, the younger 
pupils (grades one to four) returned to 
it, but the older grades (five to nine) 
hnvo since remained at the Eliot. 

On May 3d, 1894, a special meeting of 
tho school board was held to consider 
what action should be taken in view of 
the injury to the Adams building. Tho 
commitle on school houses and the com- 
mittee of Ward 2 presented a joint report 
which the board adopted. This report 
is to be fouad iu full in the priuted 
record of the meetiug, but it is only 
Ddcessary at pieseut to reproduce its 
leading recommendations. 

First let me recall the position of the 
committee iu regard to repairing the old 
building. The report says, “The dam- 
age from fire is very serious, and it will 
tnke from six to ten thousand dollars to 
repair the building. After this amount 
of money is expended, the oommittee 
think the building will be far from satis- 
factory, aud that the expenditure of so 
much mouoy iu repairing the old building 
would bo bad policy on the part of the 
city, aud uot an economical thing to do.” 

It should be remembered that, at tho 
time of the fire, the Adams was a six 
room building three stories iu height. 
At tbut time no suggestion that it might 
bo cut down to a two story buildiug had 
been made, aud tho estim ited expense of 
repairing suggested iu tho report con- 
templated the restoration of the structure 
to its condition before the fire. Having 
advised agaiust this procedure, the com- 
mittee go on to recomuieud that another 
lot of laud be secured largo enough to 
acooramodute a building ot eight rooms 
to bo erected i n mediately, aud a build- 
ing of four rooms to be erected at such 
time as additioual accommodations 
might be required. 

Very soou alter the fire, tho damaged 
buildiug was takeu iu hand by the public 
property oommittee who saw lit to 
pursue a difTereut course from that 
recommended by this board. Uuder the 
direction of this committee, the upper 
story of the injured buildiug was re- 
moved, thus transforming it into a four 
room li luse; the old floors were removed 
aud uew ones laid; the entire plumbing, 
new but a short time before the lire, was 
put into good condition; the walls were 
paiuted in oil, aud, iu general, every- 
thing was done which a reasonable 
prudence could dictate. All this in- 
volved an expenditure reaching nearly 
three thousand dollars. In the seteo 
tion of a site for the new building there 
was muob delay. The school board 
looked with favor upon a tract, theu un- 
occupied. lying to the uorth aud east of 
Ediuboro street and large euougb, I be 
.lieve, to admit of the erecliou of two 
buildings umm it as above suggested. 
The lot (inal)y bought by the city, how- 
ever, is localtd on the other side of 
Ediuboro street aud, 1 am iuformed by 
Messrs. Hartwell, Richardson aud 
Driver, architects of the uew Adams 
buildiug, is nut large euougb to accom- 
modate auotber building. While the 
matter of a uew buildiug was uuder dis- 
cussion, it will be remembered that there 
was some local seu'imeut favoring a ten 
room buildiug. It was my opiuion that 
such accommodations would prove 
adequate for only a short time, aud 1 
think it was the general belief of this 
committee that twelve rooms wore uuno 
too many to provide for the needs of 
this rapidly growing neighborhood. 

The uew Adams buiiditig contains 
eight principal school rooms. On the 
third floor is a hall aud two smaller 
rooms. One of these smaller rooms 
should be fitted up with tables, etc., 
for scieuoo work. The other should be 
supplied with pupils’ desks and chairs 
aud used us a recitation room. Wc have 
left for c msideratiou the eight main 
school rooms, located on the ilistaud 
second floors. It is urged iu some 
quarters that all pupils of the distiiot be 
placed iu these eight rooms. If this is 
done, live of them will be rtquired for 
the pupils now located in the old build- 
iug, and tor sundry pupils residing in the 
district, but who have been allowed 
siuce Juue 1894, to atteud the Clafliu or 
the Davis aud Pierce schools because of 
our lack of accommodations iu the 
Adams distriot. The numbers iueach of 
these live rooms would be: 

Kiudergarteu, 3(3; grade 1, 45; grade 2, 
39; grade 3. 33; grade 4, 31. For the five 
upper grades wo have three rooms re- 
maining, which would involve some- 
thiug like the following arrangement: 
Iu one of these rooms, grade 6, 35 pupils; 
iu the secoud of these rooms, gruue (3, 30 
pupils; grade 7, 24 pupils. A total of 54 
pupils. In the third and remaining 
room, grade 8, 21 pupils; grade 9, 12 
pupils. A total of 33 pupils 

From this it appears that, if Ml the 
pupils of the district are placed in the 
uew buildiug, it is at oiioe substantially 
filled to its full capacity. While a few 
additional pupils might be scattered 
among Its various rooms, ouly a year or 
two cau elapse before we should bo 
greatly embarrassed by lack of uuooiu- 
modatioiis. 

This would inevitably mean the pur- 
chase of more laud uud the erection of 
auotber uew school buildiug or the re- 
opening of the old Adams. Tbo alterna- 
tive of the plan just om luted oousists in 
leaving in ttie old buildiug most of the 
pupils now there, say the kindergarten 
aud pupils of grades one, two and three, 
and iu luualiug iu the new structure the 
pupils of the six upper grades. If wise- 
ly distributed these pupils would occupy 
five of its eight rooms, uud we should 
have a maigiu of three rooms for the 
ueeds of the future. It is perfectly 
evident that all educational aud economic 
considerations dictate the udopliou of 
the latter piuu. It is strenuously urged, 
however, that certain sanitary consider- 
ations demaud the abandonment of the 
old buildiug. If 1 were sutistied of the 
validity ot this claim, l hope 1 should he 
found doing my part iu removing pupils 
from the midst of uuwholeuouie sur- 


roundings. Were the old Adams build- 
ing whst It wns prior to April, 1894, tbo 
board might well hesitate to occupy it, 
longer. Such evidence as I am able fo 
obtain constrains me to believe that, 
even In tho earlier days, Its condition 
was not ns black ns it has been painted. 
Mr. W. A. Spinney writes mo as follows : 

“I was muster of the Adams school in 
Newtonville from 1879 to 1890. Tho 
school was uever olosed during that 
period of tlmo on Recount of any 
epidemic. There used to be some com- 

f ilalnt about the ventilation shafts coni- 
ng from the colllar, but since then the 
ventilnliou hns been entirely cnnnged in 
plan, and healthful w*tcr c/osets put in. 

I have no recollection of any noticeable 
lack of health among the children.” 

Mr. Spinney was succeeded by Mr. J. 
W. Applobeo who writes: 

”1 commenced my work in November, 
I860, and closed in January, 1893 The 
school was not closed ou account of 
epidemics. My impression as to the 
general health of the pupils is that it 
was fair. One would hardly expect to 
find the children in Newton as hardy as 
those in Gloucester, but 1 think the 
difference was uot sufficiently marked to 
impress me particularly. Wo were an- 
noyed somewhat by the disagreeable 
odor from the basement, but I presume 
the sower would obviate that trouble.” 

Such testimony ns tbo above, coupled 
with porsntml observation during four 
years, warrants mo in asserting that tho 
health of the Adams school children has 
boon quito ns good as is the average 
health of public school children in 
similar communities. But the bulling 
known by Messrs. Spinney abd Applebeo 
was a very dillerout thing from the 
building of today, 1 have already al- 
luded to the thorough overhauling which 
it received just after tho fire in 1894. If 
I am correctly informed, the superin 
tendentof public buildings and the chair- 
man of the board of health, deem the 
building fit tor the continued occupancy 
of children aud teachers. Acting on tbe 
suggestion of tbe chairman of the board 
that it was advisable that some outside 
person of tbe highest standing should be 
secured to examine and report unon tbe 
building. I communicated with Prof. S. 
Homer Wood bridge, Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, a specialist, of 
beating, ventilation and sanitation. Prof. 
Woodbridge’s report is as follows: 

ItEPORT OF PROF. S. H. WOODBRIDOE. 

The building is favorably situated as 
regards surroundings, having large open 
BpacEH about it and tbo school rooms 
having wall and window exposures upou 
three sides; tbe bat and coat rooms are 
for tbe most part fairly well lighted. 
The school rooms are of generous size 
for tho number of scholars they are 
desigued to accommodate, and their ap- 
pearance is one of cleanliness and light- 
ness. Tbe floors are evidently quite new 
aud are tight and smooth, aud t lie walls 
aud ceilings present fresli and clean sur- 
faces. The desks aud seats are made of 
hard and polished wood aud are practi- 
cally impervious to the penetration of 
dirt. There seems to be nothiug about 
the rooms, except, perhaps, iu the 11 >or 
registers and tho preseuco of the some- 
what open waiDscotiug, suggestive of 
dirt retention or of germ biding and 
breeding. If 1 am correctly informed, 
there has been, during the 23 years of 
the building’s use, no outbreak of an 
epidemic character of sufficient virulence 
to causo the loss of a single day of 
school work, and it would seem wholly 
improbable that there cau be lurking iu 
visible or other tecesses disease microbes 
waiting an opportunity to become a 
men ice to health. Had there been, 
especially recently, any outbreak of an 
epidemic of a malignant type, I should 
certainly advise a heroic cleansing of 
floors and purifying treatment of walls, 
furniture, etc., and either a removing or 
the repainting aud repairing of he 
wainscoting. It would seem that what- 
ever of that description should now be 
done would remove only ordinary in- 
noceut dust or dirt, aud less of that than 
one would find in tbe average school 
rooms. 

The basement was found to be well up 
to the standard of basements of most 
school houses. It is the most uuinvitiLg 
part of the buildiug. It is high s udded, 
well lighted, and its walls are white 
washed and its geueral appearance clean- 
ly. There wns found no accumulation 
of ashek or refuse, aud though the base 
ment whs closed at tbe time I entered it, 
no odor offensive or otherwise was 
noticeable through tbe slight cold from 
which 1 was suffering at that time. 

Tbo floor of tbe basement is made up 
iu n way not to be recommended. Its 
method of construction has given rise to 
one of the two states of things there that 
must be unfavorably mentioned. Tbe 
uuder floor is made up iu considerable 
part of coucrete, iuto which tbe floor 
joists are laid, the coucrete being filled 
iu flush with the top of tbo joists to 
which tbe boards are mailed. Elsewhere 
tbe Hpaces between Hie joists are tilled iu 
with loose and small stone. The con- 
struction prevents air circulation aud the 
slow rotting of tbe floor is made liable 
and has in places nppeared. Portions of 
this woodwork uext the outer walls 
were, iu places, found decayed, and also in 
locations where the under floor material 
is kept more or less damp by leakage 
from faucets, etc. Though tbe larger 
part of the floor is iu good order, tbo best 
bygienio conditions would require that 
tao entire floor construction snouli|he 
removed aud a good concrete aud asphalt 
floor laid iu its stead. 

Tho removal of ihe floor at several 
points brought to light a sub floor 
which, in every instance, seemed every- 
thing to be desired iu a poiut of cleanli- 
ness uud of diyness also, except as water 
dripped upou the upper floor fouud its 
way to the sub floor. There was uotb- 
iug discovered in it to be feared from a 
sunitary point of view. The duuger, if 
auy, is rather iu the decaying woodwork 
above this sub-floor. 

The plumbing work was uot tested by 
myself; its general arrangements were 
examiued, and the plumber, Mr. M. C. 
IliULims, who lias made a reoeDt tMl 
uud r the city inspector ol plumbing, 
was closely questioned. It was learned 
that the entire drainage system of the 
building had beeu put to a waiet test iu 
a very thorough mauner; the entire 
system from poiut of connection with 
t ne sewer to tho top of the vent pipe hud 
beeu filled with water kept under pres- 
sure tor two hours or more without 
showing or developing a leak of any 
significance. A pressure of some twenty 
pounds to the square iuch was thus 
successfully sustained by the base ment 
part of the system. Uuder these condi- 
tions the entile system was made tiulit 
by ciuilkiiig at tbe three points where 
leaking drops revealed slight defects 
This test 1 consider to be one of the 
severest to which the system could be 
subjected, uud the result plainly iudi- 
c.ites that it is iu good sanitary coudi- 
tiou. 

The wood construction used iu the 
flooring in trout of the urinals must be 
noted for commendation. For wood 
fouud iu such a place it is remarkuhly 
clean aud free from odor. Unprotected 
wood should, however, uot be used iu 


such a place. Tho wood ought to be re- 
moved and slato or asphalt used in- | 
stead. 

The water closets woro found in ex- I 
cellent condition as regards the action of | 
tbo flush and cleanliness ; the type of | 
closets used is not the best, but tbe 
washing and drainago action is seeming- 
ly satisfactory. 

In tho matter of the ventilation of the 
sanitary rooms it should be noted that 
they are defective in at least one im- 
portant particular. The ventilation 
lacks Btrengtb, tbo air volume moved is 
sm 11, and tbe current force is low. The 
inclostire is not atmospheiically isolated 
from tbe rest of tbo building by separa- 
ting walls, and a steady and assured set 
iti tbe air movement from tho building 
toward and through those rooms. 

The snnitary fixtures themselves are 
ventilated by local curronts, as through 
tbe seats of closets, etc., an honest effort 
evidently having been made to make 
these arrangements as complete as prac- 
ticable. 

As usual with such arrangements, the 
ventilating current is not strong enough 
to be highly effective. 

Tbe ventilation of tho building is as 
good as was commonly in vogue when 
this building was erected. It falls far be- 
hind the better practice of the pres- 
ent time. Measurements woro made of 
tbe inflowing and outflowing currents of 
air making up the artificial ventilation of 
three of the rooms, and samples of all 
for testing were secured from these 
rooms under tbe best known condition? 
for obtaining air for such purpose, and 
tbe analyses wore made at tbo chemical 
laboratory of the institute by trained 
cbomists. Tho outside temperature was 1 
at the time 22 degrees above zero, aud a 
light wind was blowing from the uorth- 
west. Tbe lowest supply per minuto to 
a room was found to be 497 cu. ft. of air 
and tbe highest 071, giving 994 and lllScu. , 
ft. per hour per capita. The carbotii cacid 
tests, made by tbe Fettenkofer method, 
gave for.one room 8 and 7 10,000 parts 
parts of,carbouic acid iu 10,000 parts of ait 
and in another room 9 and 2 10,000 pars 
The third sample was lost through au 
assistant’s carelt-ssnoss. Prior to obtain- 
ing the air samples tbe building was 
tightly closed, including tbe windows, 
for more than one bout’s time. It should 
be noted, however, that the teits were 
made ou a day more favorable to good 
ventilation than tbe average day, and 
also that the building is of snob form 
aud exposure as to make spontaneous 
ventilation a factor of unusually largt 
importance in ventilating work, and to 
afford better thau tbe usual efficiency to 
window ventilation when tbut method is 
employed. 

1 am informed that there existed up to 
within a comparatively short time ; 
system of vault closets and cesspools it 
the sohool yard. The effect of these ii 
impregnating tbo eatth about such vault.- 
oi cesspools would depend ou tbe muinei j 
iu which the cesspools or vaults wer< ; 
built, and also upou the natuie of the ! 
earth. Presumably the vaul s aud cess ! 
pools were tight, but if uot, there is verj 
little to be feared from the presence of 
such matter as may have found its wa> 
into the soil through these vaults oi 
cesspools. It ought to be well kuowi I 
today that the worst sort of sewage ma* i 
be filtered through not more than 4 to 5 | 
feet of sand and tbe filtered water mad 
wholly free from injurious qualities, s • j 
that upou one side of au emhaukmen i 
theie may exist tbe foulest sewage, aud I 
ou tbe other side the purest drinkiu: ' 
water may be obtaiued flowing from thai 1 
sewage. 

Baltimore is a city that is honey j 
combed with cesspools aud vaults, anil 
yet its death rate is one of the lowest 
among tho larger cities of our country. 
Anyone who will take pains to iuform 
himself of the recent work ol sanitarians, 
especially of the results arrived at by the 
bitaid of health of our own Cjmoiou- 
wealth, will appreciate the unreason- 
ableness of any fear which may exist be- 
cause of the suoposed or real preseuce of 
such matter in tbe earth of tbe school 
bouse lot. 

1 should think it might be well to ex 
amiue the report of tbe board of health 
of your city to discovei, whether iu the 
ward in which this school house has 
been located or in the territory from 
which it has drawn its school atteudunce, 
there has been auy material variation in 
tbe death rate of that region as com- 
pared with other parts of the city. 

In geueral, therefore, the worst I find 
myself able to report ou this building is 
tbut its ventilation is inadequate, that its 
basement flour needs reconstruction, aud 
that ibe flooriug about the uriuuls should 
be changed from wood to some impervi- 
ouf material. S. U. Woodbhidgb.

GOVERNOR GREENHALGE 


Tho death of auy public official would 
be regarded as a misfortune to the state, 
but when such a man as Governor Green- 
halgo is cut down in bis prime, the whole 


state mourns with a sense of personal 
loss. We have bad governors of many 
kinds, but Frederic T. Oreenhalge had 
proved himself to be the equal of auy of 
his predecessors in his ability, his wise 
foresight, and bis regard for the interests 
of the whole state. At first, it was 
thought that he had received a great 
honor, and that he was only oue of the 
better kind of politicians, who aie se- 
lected for office for reason of locality or 
availability, without any especial fitness 
to give as a reason for their having been 
chosen instead of another. But his 
course in office soou changed that feel- 
ing, and the people began to recognize 
that we had a man of high character for 
governor, who was more of a statesman 
than a politician, and who considered itf 
his public acts the interests of the whole 
state and the whole people, instead of 
any party or faction. 

The feeling grew to such an extent 
during his first term that his second 
campaign was a mere formality, and he 
could have had the votes of a majority 
of the opposing party had that beeu 
necessary. Character tells iu Massachu 
setts, and it is pleasant to think now, 
that the governor was able iu bis life to 
enjoy the fruits of his well-earned popu- 
larity, and that he could have had no 
doubt of the public appreciation of the 
value of his services to the state. The 


fierce light that is nowanays turned on 
all the acts of public officials, revealed 
nothing in Governor Greenhalge that 
was not upright and raauly, aud the 
better people knew him the more 
thoroughly they esteemed him. The 
honors paid to the memory of such a 
man will serve as a valuable lesson to all 
who aspire to public life. 

Many tributes have beeu paid him by 
prominent citizens who had an intimate 
knowledge of him by daily intercourse, 
but Mr. J. R. Leeson perhaps best ex- 
presses the secret of his success by say- 
ing: 

“He was one of the most conscientious 
officials with whom I have ever been 
privileged to come into close contact. 
He never thought of himsell; always of 
the public interest, and his actious were 
guided solely by the consideration of 
their effect upon the well-being of the 
commonwealth. 

“Of the quality of the work performed 
by him as Governor of Massachusetts 
the record speaks for itself, and it is a 
record of which any honorable citizen of 
the common wealth may be justly proud, 
and one which, not only to his immedi- 
ate family and friends, but to the entire 
state, is an imperishable possession of 
priceless worth.” 


; 


Tin: mittor of ventilating tho old 
Adams school building has beeu referred i 
to the public property committee, aud | 
there seems to bo some doubt whether ' 
anything will bo done. According to the 
report of the school board’s ex pert, Prof. 
Woodbridge, which we publish this 
week, there appears to bo some doubt 
whether the ventilation is au absolute 
necessity, inasmuch us he states that the 
present system, while not perfect, aud 
we should like to havo him state what 
system is, is quite as good as that iu 
mauy school buildings. It would be 
easy to spend several thousand dollars 
on some new tangled system, which the 
owners claim is perfect, aud still be no 
better off thuu before, as has. been doue 
at the Citj Hall, aud several school build- 
ings. As it does not seem likely that 
the building in question will bo crowded, 
for mauy years to come, oven if it is 
used, it would seem that the present 
system, with intelligent care on the part 
of the teachers, would auswer for the 
present. Prof. Woodbridge's report will 
be of great value iu calming the ueivous 
fears that have beeu aroused iu iegard to 
this buildiug, us he is au authority ou 
sanitary mutters, uud has a thorough 
knowledge of the subject under discus- 
sion. Had the remoustrauts confined 
themselves solely to the question of the 
extravagance of using two buildiugs, 
when one would accommodate alt the 
pupils, as Councilman Ober does ill his 
letter in this issue, they would have had 
a much stronger case. This is said to be 
the view that the publio property com- 
mittee will take of the matter. 


It is said that the Publio Property 
•Committee have considered plans lor a 


new and commodious High school build- 
ing, by which tho new part of the pres- 
ent building will bo mado use of, and 
also tho drill hall, and that tho cost will 
not bo over $150,000, less than linlf tho 
sum asked for by tho school board. If a 
new building can ho constructed for 
such a sum, with ample room for tho 
pupils, wo do not think thero will bo 
much opposition, as tho price seems 
reasonable. There would ho strong op- 
position, however, to any expenditure 
much in excess of that sum, as the city 
is uot in a position to permit of any ex- 
travagance. Were the school a private 
corporation, thero would be no difficulty 
in getting a building that would nuawer 
all requirements for even less than that 
sum. 

The Boston Central Labor Union has 
adopted an auti-war demonstration, and 
has attacked Senator Lodge’s hill pro- 
viding for $8S,000,000 for coast defences, 
and the junior seuator has been formally 
notified that he is not supported by tho 
working men of bis qwn state. Senator 
Lodge is certainly having hard luck, as 
uot only the workiug people but some of 
the most influential Republicans arc 
condemning lus course. Somo of the 
best laid plans to catch popular favor 
sometimes fail, aud the senator might 
exhibit a little statesmanship for a 
change. 


March came in with all the necessary 
lion-like characteristics, which gives 
some ground for the hope that the rest 
of the old proveib will be fulfilled, and 
that we shall have an early spring. The 
Hoods that were chronicled early in the 
week all over New England caused losses 
of many thousands of dollars, but Newton 
is fortunately so situated that but little 
damage need be feared from that source. 


Tue Everett City Council has passed 
an order in the interest of the 
bicyclists that no glasssbould be 
allowed to remain in the streets, 
aud that a fine of not less than 
$5 nor more than $20 should be imposed 
for each violation of this ordinance. 
The Newton City Council ought to copy 
this aud also add something about 
tacks. 


Newton’s Tribute of Respect. 

A special meeting of the Newton city 
council was held last eveniug. The fol- 
lowing message was receiyed from the 
mayor: 

March 5tb, 1800. 
To tho City Council of Newton. 

Gentlemen:— It becomes my mourn- 
ful duty to announce to you the death of 
the bouored aud beloved chief magis- 
trate of our Commonwealth, Frederic T. 
Greenhalge, which took place this morn 
ing at 12.30 o’clock after a protracted 
aud heroic struggle. 

The city of Newton has always aud 
often shown its loyalty and love for him 
duriug his administration, and I there- 
fore deemed it would he in accord with 
your desires that I shall afford you as 
her representatives, au opportunity to 
give expression to your sentiments of 
appreciation and spmpathy now that he 
has departed. 

I would therefore suggest that you 
consider and take action upon thiH sad 
event. . Henry E. Cork, 

Mayor. 

Ou motion of Alderman Green, the 
mayor. President Degen of the board of 
aldermen, and President Wing of the com- 
mon council were appointed a committee 
to represent the city at the funeral of the 
late Gov. Greeuhaige. A committee con- 
sisting of Aldermen Degeu and Allen and 
Councilmen Crauitch and Everett re- 
ported the following resolutions, which 
were adopted by a rising vote: 

“Whereas, By insidious disease, as by 
an unexpected blow, the citizens of 
Massachusetss have beeu suddenly bereft, 
of their beloved and honored chief 
magistrate, Frederio T. Greenhalge, 
Governor of this Commonwealth, there- 
fore, 

“Resolved, That by this sad event the 
people of this city, with the people of 
every city, town and hamlet iu the com- 
monwealth, have lost oue of their owu 
number, whom ‘to know was to love, to 
name was to praise.’ 

“Resolved, That the state has suffered 
the loss of oue of her most trustworthy, 
brilliant and distinguished sons, an up 
right, conscientious, fearless aud inspir- 
ing leader — oue who has proved himsolf 
equal to every emergency and faithful to 
every trust. 

“Resolved, That the city council of 
Newton, conveut-d iu special session by 
cull of his honor the mayor, extends to 
tin* stricken family in Lowell its heart 
felt sympathy iu this their great bereave- 
ment. 

“Resolved, That in further testimony 
of their respect a committee of the city 
government be appointed to attend the 
funeral of our bouored chief magis- 
liate.’’ • 

At the close of the session the mayor 
issued a proclamation ordering bells 
lolled aud flags raised at half -mast on 
the day of the funeral, aud cal ing ou 
citizens to .uspeud their usual uvoca- 
tions. 

Mayor Cobb sent the following tele- 
gram to Mrs. Greenhalge: 

Newton, March 0, 18D6. 

Mrs. F. T. Greenhalge: The sad mes- 
sage which comes to me this morning 
prompts me to extend to you assurances 
of deepest sympathy The citizens of 
Newton, who have a) ways delighted to 
honor vour emiueut husband in his life, 
sincerely mourn lus death.

Council, be and is hereby requested to attend 
the funeral services as representatives of the 
City. 

In accordance with the above action of the 
City Council, I hereby order the Mags on all tho 
public buildings of the City to be maintained at 
ball mast until after the day • i the funeral of 
our lamented Governor Grccnlullge, aud that 
the public buildings of the City be closed oil 
that day, and, the bells of the City be tolled dur- 
ing the hour of the funeral services. I also call 
upon ull our citizens to manifest their respect 
and affection for their departed chief magis- 
trate by refraining from their usual avocations, 
and observing the day in such a manner as shall 
best express their sense of bereavement.

NEWTON VILLE . 
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THE METHODIST CHURCH. 

TOK LAST SUNDAY Iff THR OLD BUILD- 
INO MADE A MEMORIAL ONE. 


List Sunday evening nt the Methodist 
ohureh, a most impressive and interest- 
ing farewell servi.e was held, preparatory 
to its demolition, and the erection of n 
new and larger church on the present 
site. 

The service was opened by a hymn, 
and scripture roadin* and prayer by the 
pastor, lte7. Dillon Bronson. The first 
speaker was to have been Hev. A. A. 
Wright, but, not being present, a few 
words wore given from the chuich record 
regarding him. According to the records 
Rov. Mr. Wright was chosen pastor in 
1873 and held the office till 1874, when he 
was succeeded by Rev. Frederick Woods, 
D. D. At the time of Mr. Wright's com 
ing the church was heavily burdened 
with debt. It was also at the time of the 
great financial panic. The records fur 
ther slate that when he came be was 
gladly welcomed and whou ho left the 
church was much better off than when 
he came. 

The next speaker was to have R9V. 
Fredeiick Woods, D. D., being de- 
tained he sent a letter stating 
hat ho was sorry not to have 
been present. fie recollected the old 
building very well and its many pleasant 
associations, lu those days the people 
had looked forward to the time when a 
new aud larger church would have to be 
built. The years of his pastorate in 
Newton had been the happiest of his life, 
and he stated that he had never met any 
pleasanter people and had met some who 
were a great deal worse. 

ItF.V. SAMUEL JACKSON 


was the next listed speaker, but before 
he made his address a few words were 
read trom the record regarding him. 
According to the latter, Rev. Mr. Jack- 
son assumed the pastorate in 1877 and 
held it for three years. Wheu he left 
the people wished that his time could 
have bee i extended. He was the first 
pastor to leave the church without 
deficit; in the treasury. 

lu bis address Rev. Mr. Jackson said 
that as ho looked over the congregation 
he saw very few faces that he knew 
There were very few there who were 
members of the church while he was 
pastor. There were many new faces aud 
he hoped that the present pastor would 
be able to bring in many more. He said 
it would be hard for him to describe his 
feelings, when he first read Brother 
Weed’s advertisement iu Zion’s Herald 
offering tor sale the doors, windows, etc., 
of the old church, At first reading he 
thought that the church must have goue 
into bankruptcy and that Brother Weed 
had been made the assignee, but after- 
wards came to the conclusion that a new 
church was to be built, and that the 
members were going to move out. He 
then went on to say that during bis term 
of three years he bad a very pleasant 
pastorate. It was the first time he had 
had the piivilego of speaking there siuce 
nearly wenty years ago. Some feeliugs 
of sadness came to him, as it was ini 
possible to say good bye to those seats 
and walls, without a twinge of the heart. 
Here the speiker alluded to some of th- 
prominent members of the church who 
had occupied the seats during his stay 
there, aud spoke of them iu very eudear- 
ing aud glowing terms. Ho was ver. 
glad that when a number of these bad 
felt it was time to move and orgamz- 
church at the Centre, they bad not done 
so until the debt bad been lifted trom 
the Newton church. There was one 
identified with the church, whom he re 
grelted w*s not there, and that was 
Brother Warren. It was be who helped 
lay the corner stone of the present build 
ing. He was gl id to know such a in in. 
who loved the church as lie did his God, 
In conclusion he wished them all and 
their work God speed. 

REV. J. D, GOULD, D. D., 

was the next speaker. Before commenc 
lug his remarks, a tew woids wet 
spoken bv way of introduction by the 

E astor. He said that iu 1882 the church 
ad no parsonage and it was very evi- 
dent that repairs were needed on the 
building, lu ’82, Rev. Mr, G mid came 
as pastor and set things to righ's. 

Iu opei iug, R**v. Mr. Gould stated that 
be was horn at Hull, Mass., aud that his 
father was a pastor. He attended school 
and studied for the miuis'ry. Oue of 
his first pastorates was at Bangor, Me. 
wheie he first became acquainted with 
Brothers Weed, Wood aud Speare. 
While at Bangor he was taken soiiously 
ill an t weut abroad to regain his health, 
For 12 years lie represented our Govern- 
met' it impoitaut European pons. 
Alout ibis time the three above 
name! gentlemen were appointed hv the 
church in find some one to fill its pulpit. 
On his i etui n to this country they called 
upon him and asked him to accept the 
position, which he did with reluctance, 
owing to his long illness and absence 
from the pulpit. 

Hh came to the church in 1881 aud i 
niaiued there for nearly three years At 
that time there was no regular parsonage 
and the church itself was in a dilapid ited 
condition, very much as it was on the 
outside now. After a time he beg; 
feel it was time to make chauges both 
interior aud exterior. He rememb-tied 
trying to earu money for the purpose *>y 
layiug an assessment on the brethren for 
this purpose, aud how after they hail 
paid t lies assessments ami were ready 
to commence woik, 'hey found that they 
had not raised enough. Another assess- 
ment had to he made which each willing 
ly paid. Brother Alexander was the 
first to come furward, aud the church 
was frescoed on the inside aud painted 
outside. When Brother Lampson after- 
waid called tbo committee together 
raise ruouev to make up any deficit, lie 
(Mr. Gould) was able to hand them 
which had been unexpended. The 
was no debt iu that direction or on the 
church itself. 

Alter he had been here about two 
years aud i half, he leiueinbared hear- 
ing that there were two houses on what 
is now known as Fallow f'ark, to he 
sold by auction. Ha remembered how, 
although at the lime confined to the 
house hv illness, he took his cane aud 
went out. aud with a lap • measure care- 
fully measured the houses and the street, 
for the thouuht came to him Ihut oue of 
these might he moved to the church lot, 
and used us a parsonage. Hu went to 
sea Alderman Henry uud the latter told 
him that if he wished to move the build- 
ing he would have to obtain a permit 
from the supeiiutundent of streets. He 
saw the latter ami finally secured the 
pel in i t hut was uuahle to move the 
building by a direct route owing to the 
trues. He remained homo (List summer , 
while his family was at Martha’s Vine- 
yard, to superintend the work, aud by 


moving the house up over the hill and 
around into the valley once more, it was 
finally got to the chinch lot. Ilo remem- 
bered otto tree at the corner of the 
church which stood directly iu the wav. 
They duff round this tree, aid it. over 
and moved the building over It. It wu» 
gain net up nnd remains to this day in a 
it »st flourishing condition. In estimat- 
ing the cost ho found that by using this 
building sonto $4000 had beon saved to 
the chuich. When ho came lie aim 
found a goodly number in the congrega- 
tion, many of whom still rent tilted. On 
examination of the records he found 
some 30 persons on the hooks of whom 
nothing was known. He took the lib«*rty 
to stiiko these names off, and thus the 
number ot mombers was reduced to less 
thnn when he came. 

Before he left Brother Alden Speare 
came to him and aaid he thought it 
would be better tor him to attend church 
the Centre, aud desired that he he 
given his letter of dismissal before ho 
(Mr. Gould) left, so as not to give out 
tho idea that he objected to the coming 
new pastor. Brother Speare, ho said, 
was a nobl man nnd gieatly respected 
for his church aud mission work in all 
lands. While pastor or ihe church, Rev. 
M*\ Gonld said it was his sad duty to 
serve at more lunerals than any other 
pastor of the church, with the exception 
of tho present pastor. He often thought 
of the many fathers, mothers.aud friends 
at whose casket it had been his sad duty 
pray, while he was pastor of tho 
church. 'Ihe saddest of all these be 
thought perhaps was that of Dr. Pierce. 
Up to the close of his pastorate, the 
church had no central chair in the pulpit 
but this was provided by Mrs. Whipple 
in oue week’s time, and he hoped the 
chair provided oy her might he placed 
in the pulpit of the now church. He 
had always fouud her to bo one of the 
kindest and most thoughtful women he 
had ever met. After a fow fitting re- 
marks, Rev. Mr. Gould brought his ad- 
dress to a close. 

Rev. Mr. Bronson here stated that he 
had called upon Mr. Speare aud when 
the latter offered him $300 he could 
do nothing else hut accept it, and re- 
ferred to a story that came to his 
ears a few days ago, whena child 
of the parish put some pennies in its 
mouth and swallowed oue of them. 
The parents were much alarmed and 
were intending to send for a physician, 
but some one suggested that they call on 
Mr. Bronson iustead, for he coul j get the 
money if auybody could. 

It was expected that Dr. S. F. Joues 
would be present, but having pastoral 
duties in New York, he could not come. 
A letter fiom a member ot the Newton 
church, Jwho had met the doctor, was 
read, in which the doctor had stated 
that ho remembered his Newton con- 
gregation very well aud was sorry he 
could not be with them on the piescut 
occasion. 

Rev. J. M. Leouard, who was pastor 
from ’84 to ’SO, not being present, the 
records were referred to, in which it 
was showu that there were many con- 
versions during his pastorate. 

A very pleasant and witty letter was 
received from Rev. Fayette Nichols, 
pastor for three years dating from 1880. 
Ho said this congregation bad been veiy 
kind to hitn, aud that his three years of 
service were among the most pleasant 
and profitable that he had passed. He 
made a number of very witty references 
to the members of the church, at that 
time.

chairman of the building committee was 
the next speaker. He said the church 
was organized in 1S04. the society com- 
ing from Watertown. Their first meet- 
ings were held in Union hall, where 
Cole’s block now stands, and where with 
the exception of the Eliot society, all the 
other churches had at oue time held their 
services. The Chanoing church society 
in 1851, the Grace church society in 1S55 
aud the Immanuel church society in 
1801. After this they occupied a ball iu 
Cole’s block until they were obliged to 
move, Mr. Cole renting part of it f< 
manufacturing purposes. They were 
offered the use ot the Chnnniug chuich 
and accepted the offer, until their build- 
ing. which by wise foresight had been 
built on the present site, was completed. 
Later wheu the Channiug church was 
undergoing repairs, they were in a way 
able to reciprocate. 

After siuging the service was brought 
to a close.

TAKE TO WASHING. 

WHY THE CHINESE LIKE THAT BUSI- 
NESS IN THIS COUNTRY. 

It Is So Much Kinder Here Than at Home 

In China— Washing In Ire Covered I’onds 

and Heating Ont the Dirt With Stone* 

For Very Small l*ay. 

Among tho thntisamlH of Chinamen 
in this city few, besides the store and 
restaurant keepers on Race street, follow 
any other culling than that of lanndry- 
mnn. Consequently many Americans 
beliove that tho majority of China’s 
millions aro lduudrymen, who, when 
not squirting water through their teeth 
upon shirts and linen, spend their time 
eating rats and puppies or indulging in 
the questionable enjoyments of the 
“flower boats. ” The troth is that the 
Celestial Kingdom’s 450,000,000 of tea 
drinkers do a smaller percentage of 
washing than any other large country. 
What littlo washable clothing they wear 
is cleansed in tho paddy fields near the 
wearer’s home, aud only the Europeans 
and richer class of natives require the 
assistance of a washman. 

That important item of expense, the 
wash bill, is reduced to a minimum in 
China, where tho European’s clothing is 
eagerly sought by young and old male 
natives* who are glad to do np in first 
class order white shirts, white waist- 
coats or anything at all for 75 cents per 
hundred. This will partly explain why 
our Chinese residents prefer to do our 
laundry work to waiting on our tables 
or sweating on a farm, as the money re- 
ceived for ironing aud finishing a single 
white shirt will support him two days 
in his native country. Another reason is 
that when at work behind his ironing 
board, breathing the close air of his lit- 
tle shop, be appreciates the oue hundred 
and one conveniences that he could not 
afford iu China. Tubs, hot water, self 
acting soaps and washboards have not 
yet been introduced iu his native homo 
aud have never been thought of by the 
poor beggars doing up shirts at three- 
quarters of a cent apiece. There they 
stand ou the low shores of a paddy field, 
ankle deep iu the mud aud ooze, and 
after soakiqg the clothes slap them 
against the smooth stones put there for 
this purpose until tho dirt becomes 
loosened and can be rubbed out with the 
bauds. 

Within the limits of the American 
settlement of the treaty port of Shang- 
hai aro several ponds filled with from 
two to four feet of rainwater. Iu sum- 
mer these ponds are used by the wash- 
men and for irrigating neighboring 
paddy aud rice fields, while iu winter 
the ice accumulating is carefully pre- 
served. 

Tbe Chinese themselves do not, use ice 
for auy purpose, the most refreshing 
drink to them iu the hot spells being 
boiling hot tea without milk or sugar. 
Siuco the advent of the foreigner the 
Chinaman has found that it pays to pre- 
serve the scanty ice of Shanghai during 
tbe short winters. The icehouses sur- 
rounding the ponds are low structures 
formed of wood, mud aud thick layers 
of salt hay, with the floors raised slight- 
ly above tho level of the water. 

Adhering to his general rule of doing 
everything directly opposite to us “bar- 
barians,” John Chinaman does uot be- 
lieve in allowing the ice to form three 
or more inches, but as soon as a thin 
skin lias formed he breaks it np aud 
pushes it all through the uarrow open- 
ings of the storehouses. The breaking 
of this thin ice makes it necessary for 
tbe poor natives to wade up to the hips 
in the water of the ponds aud with 
rakes aud books manage the ice so that 
it can reach the storehouses. 

But to return to the workmen, who 
must work and live in winter as well 
as in snmmer. Not having hot water 
boilers and other luxuries, he must re- 
sort to the dirty ponds uo matter how 
cold the weather. The ice, broken iu the 
center of tho pond, is allowed to get 
quite thick aloug the edges, making it 
necessary very often for the washman 
to cut through it bofore be can immerse 
his washing. The stiffened linen is then 
slammed up against the smooth stone, 
which soon turns into a small rnouud 
of ice as layer after layer of water is 
thrown upon it. Tbe native keeps his 
feet incased iu a covering of old cloth- 
ing, rags and hay, while around his 
body aro wrapped one or more blankets. 
As he goes through his cheerless as well 
as soapless operation he is gradually 
covered by tho ice, which forms as soon 
as the water reaches Ins clothing. Tak- 
ing into consideration all the trouble, 
hardship aud inconvenience the laundry- 
man iu the Flowery Kingdom is com- 
pelled to eudure while rendering white 
the foreign devil’s linen, he does it 
much better than his more fortunate 
brother in this country, who returns our 
laundry iu such a careless and independ- 
ent fashion, aud who receives, after de- 
ducting rent und all expenses, eight 
times more pay iu return. — Philadelphia 
Times. 

Ills Hat Spoke. 

A certain painter who died uot long 
ago wus a broken down wreck in his 
later days, Some feeling of pride aud 
Bhume clung to him to the last, how- 
ever, and although ho lived upon the 
charity of his friends he never asked 
for money outright. In the crown of his 
lmt he pusted this request, “Please lend 
me a quarter," printed iu big, staring 
letters. When making a cull, lie would 
doff his hut with much show of dignity, 
and there would tie the mute appeal 
staring in the face his intended victim. 
The scheme never fulled. — Sun Fran- 
cisco Argonaut.

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NEWTON S CITY TREASURER. 

CATT. J. A. KKNRICR RUCCUtfR* TO 

1IKA1IT THOUBLK AFTKH TWO MONTHS* 

1LI.XK88. 

Capt. John Adams Kenrick, for many 
yearn an esteemed city official of New- 
ton and for over 1ft years its city treas- 
urer, died suddenly at his home on 
Monument street, Tuesday noon, of 
heart trouble. Capt. Keniiok was born 
in Newton, Aug. 2, 1839, in the old fami- 
ly homestead on VVavorley avenue. where 
hig widowed mother now lives. He at- 
tended the public schools, but completed 
his studies at.Allon’s English and Classi- 
cal school iu West Newton. Ia 18(12, 
whon President Lincoln issued a call for 
300,000 troops, Capt. Kenrick was one of 
the first to enroll bis name and assist in 
recruitiug a company. The requisite 
number was speodily secured, and Capt. 
Kenrick was made first lieutenant. He 
sorved honorably for nine months in 
compauy B, 44h -regiment, Massachu- 
setts volunteers. 

After receiving an honorable discharge 
he entered the baukiug firm of a New 
York house, returning to Newton about 
1870. Ho entered the employ of the city 
of Newton iu the water department, and 
a few years later was made assistant city 
treasurer, serving three years under Ed- 
ward J. Collins, who died in 1879. Mr. 
CoWins died on Friday, and, by the wish 
of his widow, u special meeliug of the 
city conucil was held the following day 
and Capt. Kenrick was elected to fill the 
vacancy. From that time to the day of 
his denth lie filled the position faithfully 
and honestly. Few public officials were 
better kuovvu or more respected. 

Iu 1879. interest in the Clafl i Guard 
diminished, and Capt. Kenrick took hold 
with the idea ot building up the cora- 
pauy. In this movement he was success- 
ful, aud much of the success of the com 
pauy in later years is due to his persist- 
ent elToits in the few years he acted as 
captain of the company. 

He was a member of Charles Ward 
post 02, G. A. It., of the Clafliu Guard 
Veteran Association. the City Treasurers’ 
Club, of the 44th Regiment Veterans’ 
Association aud of the Newton Club. 
He was a good whist player, aud accom- 
panied the Newton whist team on its 
trip to Philadelphia some months ngo. 

He had been ill about two mouths, and 
Tuesday morning was thought to have 
improved. In fact, he was so much 
better that his daughter seized tho op- 
portunity for a visit to Boston. He died 
during her absence. He leaves a widow 
and two daughters. 

Capt. Kenrick descended from one of 
the oldest families in Newton. His an- 
cestor, John Kenrick, was born in Eng- 
land in 1005, aud came to this country in 
103S, settling iD Boston. In 1088 he 
moved to Newton and settled ou an es- 
tate comprising 290 acres, located in the 
vicinity of Oak Hill, near wbat is known 
as Kenrick bridge, named in bis honor. 
The grandfather of the deceased pur- 
chased an estate on Waverley avenue, 
and in that house John Adams Kenrick 
was boru, a* was also John Adams Ken- 
rick, who died Tuesday. One of the 
relatives of Oipt. Kenrick was the 
mother of President Franklin Pierce. 

He was a member of the Newton Chan- 
ning (Unitarian) church, and the pastor, 
Rev. Francis B. Hornbrooke, will offici- 
ate at the fuueral at the late residence of 
the deceased Friday afternoon. 

Upon learning of Capt. Kenrick’s 
death, Mayor Cobb ordered the hells to 
be tolled aud flags to be placed at half- 
mast throughout tbecity. Deceased was 
a geui.il aud most geuerous man, and bis 
death is a sad blow to bis many friends, 
especially amoug the city officials of 
Newton. 


IN MEMORY OF J. A. KENRICK. 


NEWTON CITY COUNCIL IN JOINT SESSION 
ADOPTS RESOLUTIONS. 


A special meeting of both branches of 
the Newton city council was held Wed- 
nesday evening to take action on the 
death of City Treasurer John A.Keuriok. 

Mayor Cobb called the aldermen to 
Older and said : “Hardly had the bells 
ceased their echoes after the death of 
the governor thau they announced the 
death of a loved aud houored official of 
ibe city. We are agaiu sitting under the 
shadow of a great sorrow. Cipt. Keu- 
rick has heeu faithful to his duty, to his 
country, to society, to the old town aud 
city, au<l today we mourn his loss. It is 
my duty to recommend that you take 
lilting action.” 

Aldermau Tolrnau presented au order, 
whicu was adopted, requesting the mayor 
to have flags ou all public buildings dis- 
played at half-mast uutil after thJ 
fuueral, and have bells tolled ou the day 
of the set vices. The council also voted 
to atteud the funeral io a body. 

Aldermen Toirnan aud Noyes, aud 
C'ouucilmeo Wing, Crauitcb, Roberts 
aud A. H. Bailey were appointed to draw 
up resolutious aud make arraugemeuts 
for the luueral. 

The lollowiug report was presented by 
the committee aud adopted by ujtb 
boards: 

“The joint select committee appointed 
to consider aud report upou the death ot 
John A. Kenrick, city treasurer, has at- 
tended lo the duty assigned it. aud begs 
leave io report as follows: 

“Born iu Newtou, with au aucestrv 
datiug back to the earliest history of the 
towu of Newtou aud beaiiug a name 
honored iu previous generations, he has 
by bis life aud services as a soldier iu 
time of war and as a citizen and official 
added uew honor, uot ouly to the name 
he bore, but to the towu aud city be 
served. 

“For uearly a score of years Capt. Keu- 
rick has, with rare ability aud the ut- 
most fidelity, held the offices of deputy 
collector and treasurer aud collector. 

“Your committee ode. s the following 
us iu a incisure expressing the soirow 
and pubiic loss sustained by his death. 

“Resolved, That iu the death of Johu 
A. Kenrick the city is called upou to 

art with au official whose career lias 

eeu one of houor to himself aud the 
commuuity iu which he lived aud whose 
services will he held iu reiuembrauce. 

Resolved, That the city council extends 
its warmest sympathy to the members of 
his family iu this great loss sustaiued by 
them.”

OUR NOBLE GOVERNOR. 

RETORT OF SERMON DELIVERED HV REV. 
DILLON RHON80N OF THE NEWTON 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH ON THE 
EVENING PRECEDING THE FUNERAL OF ! 

• GOVERNOR O KEEN II ALOE — PUBLISHED 
11Y REQUEST OF THE CONG It EG ATION. 

II Samuel 3: 38. 

“Know jo not that there 1* a prince and n groat 
man fatten thl* day In lsnel.” 

Once again tho hand of tbo grim de- 
stroyer lias been thrust luto our midst. 
Once again we have been reminded of 
tho proverb, “Death loves a shining 
marie.” Twenty-first governor under the 
constitution, worthy successor in a noble 
line from Hancock down, twin star with 
Androw in a brilliant constellation, 
first to die in office for more than 70 
years, in the prime of life, with all his 
armor on, Frederio T. Groenlialge has 
fallen. 

All over the Commonwealth, from 
Provincetown to the Berkshire Hills, 
fl igs are at half-mast to-day, and emblems 
of mourniug are displayed; and when to- 
morrow liis form shall be given back to 
the bosom of the commou mother, from 
whom wo all have come, courts, schools 
and stores will close, avarice and greed 
stand still, and two million people, every- 
one walking softly, as in the presence of 
a personal grief, will join in a sincere 
tribute of respect to tho Bay state’s dead 
Governor. 

We are remiuded of Shakespeare’s 
words: 

“This then Is the state of man, 

Today he puts tortta the tender leaves of hope, to. 
mot row blossoms 

And hears h 11 his blushing honors thick upon him 
The third nay comes a frost, a killing frost 
And nips his root, and so be falls. ’’ 

lu these days of political corruption, 
when so many are ready to crook the 
elbow and to toady to cheap and uu- 
wortby sentiment, such honest, earnest 
meu as Greenbalge are too rare to let tho 
events of the past stormy week go by 
without a sermon or some extended 
reference before every Christian con- 
gregation. 

Born in England, that little isle, from 
which has come bo much that is good 
and permanent in our civilization, he 
came when a child to this land of oppor- 
tunity, and in the Lowell public schools 
was known as Fred, son of a printer in 
the Lowell mills. Surely it is glory 
enough for America’s laboring class to 
have given us such men as Lincoln, 
Grant, Garfield and Greanhalge. Surely 
’ tis glory enough for America’s public 
schools to have given educational train- 
ing to Buch meu. 

Greenhalgo was of tbo people — he came 
from our rank, was early lett to support 
his mother aud sisters, aud was always 
proud of being a plain American citizen. 

He cared little for frills and pomp, and 
we the more revere that modest little 
widow, who weeps tonight in Lowell, 
that she insists that the burial of her 
husbaDd shall be as private and simple 
as possible, that there shill be no grand 
splurge and ceremony begetting other 
funerals, no lying iu state to be gazed 
upon by curious thousands. She is right 
iu pleading the claim of the home io 
saying that while alive he gave all to the 
Commonwealth, and now the Common- 
wealth can make no further demauds. 

"He does well who d~ei bis best, 

He It weary, let him rest,” 

Our dead Governor did too much for 
the state, be considered uot himself, but 
went beyond bis strength. lie attended 
fairs and receptions everywhere, he made 
300 speeches last year, worked like a 
beaver, and we unthinking folk, never 
realized that even bis vitality was limit- 
ed, that be could not endure everything. 
But no w that he has fallen a victim to the 
wear aud tear of American life, we have 
consolation in the assurance, that he re- 
ceived s >me praise while living, that 
some alabaster boxes of gratitude were 
broken ou It is feet before be died. 

Iu private life, be was pure aud de 
voted, a cultured scholar, uncorrupted 
by ambition or avarice, a kind lather 
who loved bis borne and was especially 
foud of bis crippled boy. In public, lie 
was a friend of the poor, a benefactor of 
the colored and Indian raoos, a worker 
in the local eburob society called the 
“Ministry at Luge.” He bold all his 
splendid taleuts iu trust, his time and 
purse at the disposal of every worthy 
applicant. He spoke in pulpits, led 
meetings, helped all denominations, was 
an earnest student and professor of re- 
ligion and though not a member of au 
Kvaugelical church, so-called, we write 
btrn down a Christian geutleraan and re- 
joice that his early training, received 
from Methodist parents, like that of our 
good neighbor of the Cbauuiug church, 
kept him from going very far, theologi- 
cally astray. 

List Thanksgiving, iu the church from 
which be is to be buried tomorrow, he 
spoke these words. “Tbo Cotnmoo 
wealth cau be great ouly as its individual 
members are great, and they cau be 
great oniy by tiro tireless application of 
the laws of living, laid uowu by the 
greatest political economist of any age, 
Jesus of Nazuetb.” 

Politically, be was uo wire puller, but 
au honest man, one of those, “upon 
whose brow the gods delight to make 
their seat.” Brilliant and chivalrous, 
he was always fair with his opponents, 
did his own thinking aud acted ou his 
owu responsibility, lie was independent 
enough iu ’72 to holt the ticket aud vote 
for Greeley. The legislature at first 
opposed him, because lie would uot 
follow in the usual ruts. Professional 
politicians could uot swerve him. 
The last time 1 heard him speak 
was iu Park Street church. Boston, and 
be was tidy introduced by Mr. Gordon as 
a man who answered the call of J. G, 
Holland for 

“Men of strong faith aud ready tiamla 
Meu whom the lu»t of otti se cuuuui kill 
Meu whom the spoils of office cannot buy 
Men Who pesaeea opinlins ami a will 
Meu who love houor meu who will not Us.” 

Only the other day, iu an article ou 
The Practical Politician, Mr Greeubalge 
wrote. “The reward of faithful aud 
palieut service for tbe politician is the re- 
spect aud uiTecliou of those who come iu 
contact with him } aud be consoles him- 
self by (lie reflection that even if be has 
ouly beeu charged to drive a nail luto 
the timbers or caulk tbe seams of tbe 
ship <d state, these simple services are 
telling their honest Hlory eveiy day that 
the majestic fabric floats. *’ 

Greeubalge knew nothing ot political 
tricks or devices, be was ever loyal to 
conscience and absolutely fearles*. lie 
vetoed tbe Vrieraus Preference Bill 
when it look* d at though that act might 
end bis political career, lie refused lo 
sign the Bull Telephone Bill until it was 
changed, not withstanding tremendous 
pleasure, aud the urging of his friend 
G >v. Long. 

When the mob led by Swift, entered 
tbe Slate House two yeais ago, it seemed 
for a in iment us though bis life was in 
danger, but be was calm aud self-pos- 


sessed. When bo chose to honor tbo 
prolate of a great church, no threats 
could dotor him, indeed be would have 
attended that meeting had bo known 
that it would blight every political pro- 
spect. He was too broad and Christian 
iu bis sympathies to hearken to tbe pro- 
scription of any man because of religious 
opinions. Politicians did not like him, 
self seekers did not liko him, bigots di(1 
not like him, but tho people liked him 
nnd three times they made him Governor, 
twice with such an extraordinary vote 
that it left bis opponents scarcely any i 
ground to stand on, and proved that be 
bad been weighed in tho balance and uot 
found wanting, and that because of sound, 
American principles ami honest desert 
and loyal sorvioe, the people of Massachu- 
setts wore ready to say to him “Well 
done, goad and Initbful servant.” 

Now that he is dead we cannot pity 
him, wo pity ourselves and wish for tho 
sake of state and nation that he might 
hayo lived to old age. Shall wo not heed 
the call of his spirit this night, to more 
earnest living and nobler self-sacrifice. 
Wo fancy that wo can hear him say 
while we bow our heads in grief: 

“Look up, lift up, work on, be loyal to 
duty, bo just and fear not, let all the 
ends thou aimest at be tby country’s and 
thy God’s.” 

None of us will ever follow him in his 
brilliant, political career, but we shall all 
follow him into the unseen world not 
many days hence. We cannot better 
conoludo these remaiks than by quoting 
the words of Dr. Knott at the funeral of 
Alexander Hamilton. 

“Against the ruins ot the last day tho 
Gospel in the cross of its groat High 
Priest offers you all a sanctuary. A 
sanctuary secure and abiding, a sanctu- 
ary which uo lapso of time nor 
change of circumstances can destroy. 
No! neither iife nor death. No! neither 
principalities nor powers. Everything 
else is fugitive, everything olse is mu- 
table, everything else will tail you. But 
this, the citadel of tbe Christian’s hopes, 
will never fail you. Its base is adamant. 
It is cemented with tbe richest blood. 

Immortal in its nature, and iucapable 
of change, it stauds, and stands lirm 
amid the ruins of a mouldering world. 
Tnither fly, ye prisoners of hope! that 
when earth, air, elements, shall have 
passed away, secure of existence and 
felicity, you may join with saints in 
glory to perpetuate the song of Moses 
and tho Lamb. God grant us this honor. 
Then shall the measure of our joy be 
full, and to His name shall be tbe glory 
in Christ throughout all ages.”

PAY FOR PRIVILEGES. 


HEARING ON NEWTON’S BILL AGAINST 
LOCAL TROLLEY LINES, 


The bill that came in response to a 
petition from Newton, authorizing cities 
and towns to require from street rail- 
ways equitable compeusation for the use 
of streets was given a bearing Tuesday at 
the State House by the committee on 
street railways. ♦* •* 

i&ayor Cobb of Newton, one of the 
petitioners, and a large delegation from 
this city were preseut to favor tbo bill. 
Citj Solicitor Slocum addressed the com- 
mittee briefly. 

He claimed that the measure would be 
an eminently just one. It was but fair 
for street railways to compensate the 
oity or towu for tbe use of the streets. 
He claimed that all Newtou was in favor 
of the bill, lie said that Newtou had 
already spent half a million for widen- 
ing streets, made necessary by tho pres- 
ence of street railways, aud the cost of 
maintaining the streets was largely in- 
creased by tbe presence of a street rail- 
way. He cited wbat was done in foreign 
cities, where the street railways have to 
pay a large sum for their privileges. 

Ex-Mayor Bothfeld instanced the legis- 
lation in Providence, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, Indianapolis aud Toronto. The 
Newtou R til ways, he believed, weie 
ready to do something iu tbe matter, 
and the legislation asked tor was merely 
permissive. Noue of the Newtou R ul- 
way meu were presen i to object to the 
bill, so it could be seen bow they felt 
about it. 

Mayor Cobb endorsed wbat bad been 
already said, aud spoke of the narrow 
streets in Newton and tbe great cost to 
tbe city that would follow the granting 
of a location. 

Aldermau Dageu, chairman of the 
Newtou Street Railway Committee, also 
spoke in favor of the bill, and instanced 
the case of the Commonwealth Avenue 
Street Railway, which would be glad to 
do something to help pay for uecessiry 
street widening, if it could be done 
legally. 

Several officials from Malden also 
spoke in favor of the bill, 

Mr. O’Connell, of Jie Amalgamated 
Union of ISlreet Riilway Men, spoke iu 
favor of tbe bill, explaining that it was 
impossible to get tbe railway companies 
to pay fair wages, and tbe union thought 
it was only right that they should be 
compelled to pay for the privileges they 
bad. 

Mr. Siuford, counsel for the Massachu- 
setts Street Riilway Association, spoke 
briefly against tbe bill, urgiug liisl that 
the statistics presented by some of tbe 
speakers were not reliable, and second 
that tbe use of the highways belonged 
by right to street railway companies 
They should not be required to pay any 
more than the Adams Express Co. or 
other corporations that used the streets. 
This argument produced a general 
smile. 

Vice-President Cummings of the West 
End Road said he did not oppose the 
Newton bill, although he did other bills 
which might follow. If an absolute 
franchise was given for a definite term 
of years, the roads would he willing to 
pay. He udded, however, that such au 
increase to the expenses of the roads 
would put oil any decrease iu fares. 

Ex-Mivor Buthfeld asked if he leally 
thought the roads would put down their 
fares ou account of auy iucroise iu their 
prod's. 

Mr. Cummings was not certain uud 
' even body smiled ugaiu. 

Tho hearing was then continued to 
this iiioniing at IU ,!0.

TIIE NEW ENGLAND TYPE. 


ROBINSON AND OttKKNHALOR, THE EX- 
GO VERNOHS PICTURED RY REV. B. F. 
MCDANIEL. 


Rev. B. F. MoDani il spoke Sunday iu 
the Newton Centro Unitarian church on 
"Govs. Robinson and Greeubalge,” 
drawing many lessons from the singu- 
larly similar careers of tbe two chief 
magistrates, who departed this life with- 
in the same fortnight. Among other 
things he said : 

“If it is true, as has been said, that 
positive characters provoke enmity be- 
cause they will not bold back the truth 
nor suppress their convictions of duty, it 
is nlso true that they gather to them 
selves tbe support of all who need tbe 
influence of a clear aud decisive brain. 
There is nothing more wholesome in so- 
ciety than this type of oharactoi trained 
to public service, and Musiachusetts has 
been singularly fortunate in socuring 
such talent tor the gubernatorial chair. 

“1 recall tho strong faoe and morally 
oaruest look of Gov. Andrew. He was 
tho New England conscience joined to a 
religious spirit, and since he sat in the 
Governor’s chair tbe type he embodied 
lias been the popular ideal for tho offi :e. 
George I). Robinson came to his re- 
sponsibilities of state in peaceful times, 
but io his oareer tbe attrioutes of the 
typo nppear. He gave the impression of 
thorough preparation in all he did. He 
had always been accustomed to throw 
himself boart and soul into every cause 
bo undertook, so that his actions always 
bore tbe stamp of naturalness and sin- 
cerity. 

"Ho was witty, .but never iu a potty nor 
malicious spirit, and thoroughly under- 
stood Its use. Often where deep reason- 
ing would be wasted, an insight into tbe 
subject may be projected in a humorous 
sally that is quite as convinoing. This 
quality was very appareut iu his earn 
paign against Gen. Butler, though it was 
properly kept as a byplay of bis action. 

I never listened to a man who impressed 
me m jre with tbo seuse of his mastery of 
tbe subject. He said of thiB liimBelf, that | 
he never assumed a duty or took a case 
without starting at the beginning with 
the presumption that be knew nothing at 
all about it, and then going through it 
step by step as in an algebraic problem, 
to a sure conclusion. Ho waB wbat 
would popularly be called a smart man, 
but his natural brightness of intellect 
was developed and kept in order by con- 
stant and systematic use. His whole 
life, like that of Gov. Greenbalge, 
lies opeu in our view, and noble lessons 
come out of it all tbe way aloug. 

"The two men began in humble circum- 
stances, and were tho product of our 
New England civilization. Both were 
pupils of tbe public schools, and students 
at Harvard, and both bred in the sturdy 
thrift aud independence of the common 
people. With Robinson it was as the 
product of a farm, with Greenb tlge, of a 
manufacturing city's manifold pbaseB of 
life. 

"The education that tLe elder Green- 
halgo afforded bis son indicated a large 
wisdom nnd grasp of his own mind, and 
uobly did the son justify the paternal 
hopes. That such men should die so 
eaily in life, in the full maturity of their 
powers, with 20 years at least of earthly 
rowurds before them, affords serious 
reflection as to tbe character of our de- 
mands ou official station. 

“Tbe strain is greater than the average 
constitution can bear, and still tbe pres 
sure increases year bv year. No one of 
us alone cau do anything to stay it. Only 
a common sentiment of tbe worth of life, 
of a conviction of duty to ourselves aud 
tbe generations to come cau stay this 
fatal rush to untimely death, can bring 
tbe era of husbanded strength, repose 
aud peaceful enjoyment of life. Tbe 
American people do not spare them- 
selves. but they make such unreasonable 
demands ou their public servants that 
few c iu stand it. 

“Tbo loss of our Governor, in great 
part a sacrifice to this Moloch of official 
custom, should relieve his successor of 
this pressure, and give him bis lime and 
strength tor tbe real duties of bis sta 
tion. We cannot better show our re- 
spect for tbe memory of these two we 
mouru today than lo make tbe task 
easier for him who now takes up with so 
much dignity, grace and moral force, the 
duties of bis exalted office.”

Tho Single Tax and Natural Law. 

Tuesday evening was the next to the 
last meeting of tho series at 230 Bellevue 
streot. By way of introduction tho prin* 
cipie of the Single Tax and a few facts 
in illustration were again callod to mind 
na follows: 

The Single Tax is a religion, not a 
religion of the emotion*, hut n religion 
ot the judgment and of the understand- 
ing. First, last and always it Is a ques- 
tion of right and wrong. It is a matter 
of Divine far Higntedness as against 
human short siglitodnesH. Divine far 
sightedness in its original endowment of 
the human race included not only in- 
dividual provision in the land with all its 
elements and accompanying foices tribu- 
tary to man, but a collective provision 
also in the rental value of the land, a col- 
lective creation, an exact measure as well 
as supply for the common want. Human 
short sightedness annu s this orderly 
benefioence of a natural law by the vest- 
ed wrong of private property in this 
common endowment. 

Mrs Richard King owus in Texas 

1.250.000 aores, 2000 square miles, (bound- 
ed by 40 miles of Corpus Christi Bay and 
300 miles of barbed wire fence, 13 miles 
from her front gate to her front door, 
and 05 miles in straight line from bound 
to bound. Is it right? If not. why not? 
Is it uot wrong in principle? Messrs. 
Miller & Lux, slaughterers in California, 
own 14,000,000 acres, 20,000 square miles. 
Is it right aud why uot? A few Royal 
foreigners bold 25,000.000 acres of our 
laud, about 40,000 squaro mileB. Is it 
right? Railroad land grants, fraudulent 
private land grants, absorb millions up- 
on millions of acres more of this com- 
mon heritage. Do wo say this is right? 
Why not? Because it is wrong in prin- 
ciple. 

Americans are paying 220 million dol- 
lars annually to foreign landlords for the 
privilege ot living on their nntive soil, 
is it right? In the city of Boston are 
nearly 10,000 acres of vacant land, beside 
marsh lauds. The committee on the 
cultivation ot vacant lots cauuot gel the 
temporary uso of 15 suitable acres of this 

10.000 for the relief of extreme poverty 
except by the payment of a rent of $150, 
or $10 an acre for the season; yet iu this 
10,000 acres of unused land is ample 
Diviue provision against poverty just the 
name a-i 0000 years ago. Is this right, or 
is it wrung? Wbat is Goa’s first and 
only prescription for the cure of unde- 
served poverty? Land! Is it any mystery 
or any wonder when men are thus driven 
from God’s table that there is poveity in 
Boston? Being wrong in principle aud 
hence always wrong, if we believe that 
righteousness ex iltetb a nation, why do 
we not stop the wrong at once? 

MiBs Lizzie D. Farrell of Stoughtou, a 
graduate from the Emerson College of 
Oratory, gave a tine recitiou of James 
Russell Lowell’s pregnant liues “The 
Present Crisis,” beginning 
When a thing is done for freedom 
Through the broad « arth's aching breast, 

Kuus a thrill or joy prophbti \ trembling on from 

East to West; 

And the slave where’er be cowers, feels the soul 

witbiu hiui climb, 

To the awlul verge of manho >d, as the energy 

sublime. 

Of a century burst* full-blossomed oa the thorny 

stem of time. 

The usual animated discussion fol 
lowed until 11 o’clock. Releience was 
made to the question asked "how under 
the Siugle Tax would you reach the great 
monopolies, such for iustauce as he new 
gigantic Morgan Vanderbilt syndicate re- 
ferred to at a previous meeting?” This 
new coal trusijoegoi business Feb. 3 -.1 
with a capital of over $2,000 000. UOO 
(more tbau the stock of all tlo* other 
trusts in the country combined) with 
seventeen railroads for paitners and con- 
trolling twenty live thousand miles oi 
tracks by an increase in price amounting 
to $15,000,000 a year with promise ol 
more than doubling this advance. The 
answer was “from the market value of 
the stock and bonds subtract the market 
value of equipments aud improvements, 
and the remainder will show tbeexict 
laud and franchise value for which tuey 
should he assessed aud upon which they 
should pay tax just as the farmer should, 
with the same equal justice be assessed 
for the market value of his laud and itn 
provements, less the value of h s im- 
provements. 

The following was qu »ted from the 
Single Tax platform at Chicago iu 1893 
with pertiuent local application to the 
laud values of Newt in Lower Falls: 

We assert as our fuudameutal principle 
the self-evident trutn enunciated in the 
Declaration of lodepemleuce, that all 
men are created equal aud are endowed 
by i heir creator with certain iualieuable 
rights. 

We hold that all men are equally en- 
titled to the use aud enjoyment of what 
God has created aud ot wbat is gained 
by the general growth and improvement 
of the community of which they are a 
part. Therefore no one should be per- 
mitted to hold natural opportunities 
without a fair return to all for any 
special privilege thus accorded to him. 
aud that value which the growth and 
improvement of the community attach to 
laud should he takeu for the use of the 
community. 

We holdlthat each man is entitle i to all 
that his labor produces. Tnerefore no 
tax should he levied ou the products of 
labor. 

To carry out these principles we are in 
favor ot ruisiug all public revenues for 
national, state, county and municipal 
purposes by a single-tax upou land val- 
ues, irrespective of all forms of direct 
aud indirect taxation.

97 cases 
recovered and 48 still prevailed March 1. 
Scarlet fever lias almost disappeared, 
ouly 7 casus being reported for the 
mouth. Of diphtheria, there wree 19 casus 
reported, scattered about evenly iu all 
tlie wards, hut no deaths dunug the 
mouth. 

The number of deaths from all causes 
was 38, 9 of in’ ants under I year, aud 0 
of people over 80 years. Tho death rate 
for the month wab 10.52.

It has cost, the 
city some $0000 a year to keep the street 
in repair, more than before t he tracks 
were laid, and it is costing the city somo 
half a million of dollars to widen the 
street, which would not havo been 
necessary had it not boen for the street 
railway tracks. In return for all this ex 
pease, people ate asking what benefit 
the city gots. The much talked of build- 
iug up betweon the steam railroad ! 
stations has uot eventuated, and the city 1 
gets a small amount in taxes from the 
railroad itself, while the road is reported 
to bo paying 10 per cunt, aud its stock | 
sells for 100 or more. Such arrange 
1 meuts ate altogether too one sided. 

In many other states, the street rail- ( 
ways keep the stree s through which I 
they ruu in repair, and in addition some 
of them pay a cortain proportion of their j 
gross receipts into the city treasury. The 
demand has boon growing for a long J 
time for some change in the laws, ami 
such a change cau not be made too soon 
for the public good, 

Even the street railway men see this, ( 
and for this reason only a merely formal J 
opposition was made to the passage of j 
the bill at the hearing, although of j 
course there is uo telling what other in- 
fluences may be brought to bear, that i 
will uot be apparent to the public.

CITY TREASURER KE.VRICK. 


The death of City Treasurer Kenrick 
is a serious loss to Newton, and it will be 
a difficult matter to fill his place. lie 
has held the office for so mauv years 
that his experience made him an invalu* 
able official, and his death will be 
sincerely regretted. He held the raos: 
responsible office in the city, and to 
thorough honesty and conscientiousness 
he j fined an unusual capacity for 
finauoial affairs. The perfect confidence 
reposed in hitn was never betrayed and 
although some two millions or more 
passed through bis hands every year, 
every dollar was properly accounted for, 

It is a record that his friends and his 
family may well feel proud of. His too 
close attention to business undermined 
his health, as he was not a man to let 
others do what he could do himself, and 
he always gave his personal supervision 
to all that took place in his office. That 
the strain was too great is shown by the 
fact that both he and Mr. Clark, the as- 
sistant treasurer, broke down under it. 
The businoss of the treasurer’s office has 
more than doubled of late years, aud yet 
it was only very recently that another 
assistant was reluctantly installed by the 
treasurer. The demands upon him were 
many and varied, but as he never com- 
plained, the weight of the burden was 
onjy realized by very few. 

Captain Kenrick was a model public 
official, aud visitois at the office always 
found bis courtesy unfailing aud could 
not help liking him. He was always 
ready to listen to compliaints about 
assessments aud tax-bills, aud to seud 
people to the proper department to have 
their cases attended to, although all this 
took time from his regular duties, which 
had to be made up after business hours. 

His success iu taking advantage of the 
money market iu placing loans rendered 
Newton the envy of other towns aud 
cities, and it was largely through this 
that Newton’s leputatiou was maintained 
at the head of the municipalities of the 
country. Newton’s loans always 
brought the highest market price, aud 
this was of great value to the city iu 
getting money at a low rate. 

The city treasurer’s office has always 
beeu under Mr. Kenrick a business and 
not apolitical one, and when approached 
on local politics be always auswered that 
he was not in politics. His friends were 
numerous, and he was always a welcome 
visitor at the club, but bis hours of re- 
laxation were too few, hi < vacations 
from duty too short, aud his fatal illness 
was diiectly due to overwork. 

His riea’.h has caused great sadness at 
City Hall and else wbere, as all hoped 
that he would recover, although realiz 
iug that his condition was critical. He 
will be greatly missed by all who hud 
busiuess with the city, aud the greatest 
sympathy is felt for his affiicted family. 
The resolutious passed by the city coun 
cil are uot the usual formal expressious 
of regret, but show the deep feeliug of 
every member, aud of the citizjus gen- 
erally.

The approval of tho details for the re- 1 
moval of grade crossings is an instance 
of unusually swift work. The plans had , 
been so thoroughly perfected that t he 
rest was a mere formality, but red tape 
usually takes more time. The commis- J 
slouers were appointed aud eighteen days , 
after their first hearing at City Hall, tho j 
plaus had received the approval of the j 
State Railroad Commissioners, aud the ! 
Superior Court, and everything was | 
ready for the beginning of the work. 
The only ebauge made in the plans was 
a slight oue in regard to the new street 
leading from Rellevae street to Church 
street. It was at first provided that it 
should come out noarlv opposite the end 
of Richardson street, but at the request 
of Bellevue street residents, it was 
changed and will come out as near as 
possible to the Church street railroad 
bridge. It is remarkable that only such 
a slight change was made, and the com- 
missioners speak of it as a remarkable 
case that has not been parallelled in their 
experience. However, when it is con- 
sidered that the plan is the work of 
years of deliberation, and the city repre- 
sentatives aud the railroad authorities 
met each other iu a reasonable spirit, the 
result is not so much to be wondered at. 
Nothing now remains but to get the 
work done as soon as possible, and tire 
railroad company has already made a 
good beginning. 


'“Ex -C ollector Sanford of Concord 
has been sentenced to prison for not less 
thau three nor more than five years, for 
embezzlement of town funds. The case 
will be recalled, ou account of bis friends 
having made good his peculaions, and 
the report that no proceedings against 
him were to be taken. But some Cou- 
cord people took the stand that crime 
should not be allowed to go unpuuisbed, 
aud had the machinery of the, law set in 
motiou with the above result. It is un- 
questionably right that Mr. Sanford 
should sutler for his wrong doiug, and 
others should also be taught that it is 
not safe to be disbouest in publio office. 
For the oue who takes small sums the 
law is very severe, but for men who steal 
millions, like the late Senator Stanford 
aud C. P. Huntington, whose case has 
j jst been before the courts, it is evi- 
dently a very different matter. Senator 
Stauford tried to square matters by using 
a part of his ill-gotten wealth to found 
a university in memory of his son, and 
other men build churches aud libraries 
and colleges, aud M ll^us pose as publio 
benefactors, instead of being sent to 
j ail. But honesty is still not a question 
of the amount of oue’s stealings, and if 
the big thieves are too rich for the law 
to get at them, justice still demands that 
the smaller ones should be punished, 
until the day shall come wheu both shall 
be treated alke. 


SHOULD PAY FOR PRIVILEGES. 

The hearing ou Newtou’s petitiou for 
a bill whereby street railway companies 
cau be assessed for the franchises given 
thjin, reported elsewhere, shows that 
publio HoutimuuL iu Newton is unani- 
mous in favor of such legislation. Street 
railway tracks iu the stteets are a very 
expensive improvement for the city, aud 
the companies which make money by 
means of them should give some return 
for this expense, instead of as uow gtviug 
nothing. 

The old objection always btougbt up 
in M issachusetts that such payment 
would give the companies a right to the 
streets, is oue of those legal llctious, 
gotten up for the benefit of the com- 
panies. Practically, the companies 
which are granted looatious iu auy street, 
own that street uuder present conditions: 
they muke it both unpleasant aud dau- 
gerous for other truth.-, aud the lights 
once giyeti are never takbu away. They 
could uot owu til j streets to auy gieater 
extent if they had bought them outright, 
aud the ouly result of the little fictiou 
about i licit having uo rights L that the 
cities of the state lose thousands of dol- , 
lars annually, which go into the pockets j 
of stieet railway stockholder, amt the 
people are taxed to pay the bills.

GOVERNOR TOM JOHNSON. 


A <grtubboru Patriot to Whom This Conn- 
try Owen a Great Debt. 

Iu a storied burial ground iu Fred- 
deriek, “in his narrow bed,” sleeps one 
whose name never fails to stir the heart 
tf the old ' trylander with lively emo- 
tions of admiration and affection — Gov 
ernor Tom ’ ihuson, that audacious and 
stubborn p:. riot of whom John Adams 
said that he was one of four citizens of 
Maryland and Virginia “without whom 
there w’ould have been no Revolution,” 
although, iu affected scorn of him, a 
British officer, writing to his people at 
home, had assured them, “There is no 
need to be alarmed by all this noise iu 
the colonies, which is mainly made by 
a boy named Tom Johnson.” 

“That pestilent rebel” of the British 
war office was the trusty, loviug friend 
of Washington, whom he nominated to 
be commander iu chief of all the armies 
of the United colonies ; member of the 
first congress and of the convention 
which adopted the constitution of the 
United States; first governor of Mary- 
land, and an associate justice of the 
supreme court, and be was twice urged 
to accept the portfolio of secretary of 
state. He was iu his day the first citi- 
zen of Maryland, and iu all the colonies 
the Revolution disclosed no wiser, 
stronger, sweeter character than his 
who joined the fortitude of the warrioi 
with tho foresight of the statesman iu 
the temperament of an eager, dauntless 
boy. — Jolm Williamson Palmer iu Cen- 
tury.

Owners of the land ndjoining the track 
on the nortli aide from St. Jamea street 
to the tunnel hnvo received notice this 
week from the Boston A Albany railroad 
company, that some 20 feet or moro of 
laid adjoining the railrond haa been 
seised by the railroad and wnrning thorn 
to vacate the same within two woeka. 
This nows created a good deal of excite- 
ment when conveyed to their tenants, al- 
though it was not utterly unexpected, of 
oourse. 

The first estate nileoted is that of Mr. 
W. S. Johnson, the line running through . 
his house, nnd he has sold it to the rail- 
road nnd is to move at once. 

Mr. John S. Sumner’s estate comes j 
next, and the railrond takes some 20 feet i 
at one pud and 40 feet at the other, mak- ! 
ing 7,000 feet in all. The lino comes with, j 
in 10 feet of bis piazzi, leaving barely 
room for a driveway to his stable. 

Next are two small bouses belonging 
to Mrs. Merritt nnd Miss James, which 
the railroad have purchased. Ono of 
them is to be removed and the other will 
bo torn down. 

Across Washington street aro the city 
Rheds and stables, which will ho torn 
down, though the engine house will not 
be affected. 

Next to this is tho estate of George E. 
Bridges, and tho line runs through oue 
corner of Scott’s blacksmith shop, which 
will have to be moved forward out of tho 
way. 

Between this and Centre street comes 
Mr. Sumner’s property, Tho storehouse 
next tho track will bo torn down, and 
tho dwelling house back of the biick 
block, will either have to bo moved 
away or torn down. Some 27 feet is also 
takeu from the wooden block; carpenters 
have nlready begun preparing for the 
change. Mr. Sumnoi’s store will be cut 
in two, also the hake shop of Beverly 
Bros , and the jewelry store will be cut 
out altogether. The photographic studio 
above will bo cut about in half. 

Across Ceptre street is Howes’ block, 
which will either have to bo moved or 
torn down, probably the latter, and the 
tenants havo been notified of the change. 
They include Atwood & Pre-cott, T. J. 
Hartnett, a Chinese laundry and several 


shoe shops, and naturally there is a good 
deal of excitement, visitile in tho locality, 
ns it is a very short time in wliioki to 
make a change and now stores are not 
ns plenty as they will he Inter. 

Between Howes’ block and the tunnel 
are the estates of W, F. Bacon, J, M. 
Briggs, tlie Murphy heirs, and the city 
property, which includes Armory hali. 
All lose 20 feet or more, and Armory hall 
is to be turned about so that tho side 
will front the street. 

From this point to Chestnut street in 
West Newton the land has boen soized 
by the city, and most of tho buildings 
have been moved away. 

Workmen have already begun to toar 
up tho Bellevue streut bridge, and it is 
said that it will ho entirely removed by 
Sunday, and the emtmnkineiit on tho 
north side is to be taken away at once. 
Work on the new street leading to 
Chur, h street has been begun, but until 
the street is opened Bellevue street peo- 
ple will cither have to cross lots or else 
go way round by Robin Hood’s barn to 
teach the steam cars and electi ics, and 
they feel rather appalled by tho prospect. 

1 lie railroad company are evidently 
going to push the work as fast as possi- 
ble, and for the next year or two this 
side of Newton will be iu a dreadfully 
disturbed condition.

As the time for actiou is limited, once 
more we appeal to tho voters of Newton, 
in case tho city cannot afford to buy it, 
to aid in . very way possible in its preser- 
vation.

DRESSES BY KEV. MIL BATCHEI.I.OB

At the March mee’ing of the New- 
ton Unitarian Club in the parlor* of 
Channing church, last evening, the 
memory of Gov. tireenhalge wa* honored 
by a number of speaker*, who had been 
intimately associated with him. 

The special guests of the club were ex- 
Gov. John D. Long and Rev. M. Batch- 
ellor of Cambridge, who was formerly 
the governor’s pastor in Lowell. 

The usual dinner was served at 0 30 p 
m. and neaily 200 members and their 
guests were present. After the supper 
President Lewis E. Coffin introdncea in 
turn tbe principal speakers of the even- 
ing, ail of whom paid loving tributes of 
respect to the departed chief magis- 
trate. 

Rev. Mr. Bitchelior spoke of the home 
life of tbe dead governor at Lowell He 
allnded to his activity iu forming a Uni- 
taiian club in Lowell. “He was,” be 
Slid, “a mau of tbe highest integrity 
and houesty, incorruptible in politics, 
and the highest type of American states- 
manship. ” . 

Speaking of the governor’s sunny dis- 
position be said that be bad made ar- 
rangements to have the governor attend 
a meeting of the club, which was to be 
held tbe evening following bis running 
for congressman some years ago. When 
he learned the governor bad been de- 
feated, be felt that be would uot appear 
at such a function so soon after bis 
defeat. Tbe governor was on hand, 
however, cheerful and happy and being 
tbe oniy one in evening dress, laughed 
about it by saying that those were the 
only clothes be had, having pawned the 
other* to pay election expenses. 

"He was always on his feet” said Mr. 
Batcbellor, readv at a moment doiug the 
the right tiling and acting tbe right 
thing, almost instantly. “Had be 
chosen a literary life rather than that of 
a public official, be possesed the talents 
which would have won bim equal fame 
in that field.” His character and pnblic 
life were an example to many a young 
man and to many other men in public 
life. The speaker then referred feeling- 
ly to tbe large number that gathered at 
the church in Lowell the Sunday follow- 
ing tlie funeral, wbeu tbe dead gov- 
; ernor’s was tbe ODly emj t , pew and 
where hundreds had gathered, foi getting 
their creeds or belief, to stand together 
and pay tribute to tbe dead. 

“I place no faith in tbe statements 
that his death was caused by overwoik, 
for bis heart was in his work, ard he en- 
joyed his public labors. His success was 
due not to extraordinary talents, but to 
ordinaty talents raised to a high stan- 
dard.” 

Ex Gov. Loug was greeted wi'h hearty 
applause, and began his remarks by a 
compliment to tbe Channing Club and to 
NewtoD, of wnich he said he had always 
had a very high opinion. He gave a 
brief sketch of Gov. Greenhalge's life 
from the time be came to Lowell when 
eight years old, and reviewed his 
career in college and his public life, re- 
ferring to tbe early notice he attracted as 
one who would make his mark iu tbe 
world. la conclusion, he spoke of the 
strong personal influence which be bad 
bad in raising the politioai standard of 
tbe state. 

Mr. Geo. H. Ellis, of tbe Cbristiau 
Register, Mr. Walter U. Lawson and 
others made remarks, aud ou motiou of 
Mr. Charles F. Rogers the special 
speakers were extended a hearty vote 
of thanks.

Both brandies of the city council wt j 
in session, Monday evening. The com- 
mon council only transacted concurrent 
business and ndj mined early, but the 1 
aldermen had sever.il long railroad hear- 
ings aud their session lasted until mid- 
night. 

All the aldermen were prescut and 
Mayor Cobb presided. 

Ou motion of Aldermin Wliito the 
election of a city treasurer was post- 
poned for one week. 

An order was presented for tho widen- 
ing of the northerly corner of Margin 
and Chestnut streets, and a boaring ap* 
pointed for April 8 th before the aider- 
men, 13th before the common council. 

Orders were passed for the laying out 
and acceptance of King and Crown 
streets iu Ward Four. 

TLo mayor was authorized to give a 
quit-claim deed for two parcels of land 
for $0,227. to the B iston *fc Albauy It R 
Co., in accord with the agreement al- 
ready made, 

Ad arc light was asked for at junction 
of Norwood avenue and Trowbridge 
street. 

Tho public property committee were 
authorized to change the location of 
Armory Ilall, remove the sheds and 
stable back of engine house, and $.7,500 
appropriated therefor, to be charged to 
Washington street widening. 

All expenses attending the decree of 
the Superior court aud the commission 
on removal of grado crossings were 
ordered charged to the proceeds from 
sale of bonds for widening Washington 
street, and the work was ordered done 
by the superintendent of streets. 

W. S. French sent iu bill for $25, for 
damage to his lawn and shrubbery by 
the men who collect ashes driyiug over 
it last Friday, who used insulting lan- 
guage towaids his wife; referred to the 
board of health. 

The report of tho city engineer giving 
plans of the estimated assessments for 
sewers on Prospect avenue and other 
streets in Wards Two ana Three, was 
presented aud placed on file, and an 
order passed that the city treasurer be 
authorized to collect the same. 

$88,700 was appropriated for city ex- 
penses during April. 

Petitions were received for sewer on 
Lexington street, and also for the laying 
out and acceptance of Stamford street 
and West Pine street. 

TUE NON ANTI' II STREET RAILWAY. 

A long hearing followed on the New- 
ton Street Railway’s petition for location 
on Adams, Middle, Chapel, California 
and Bridge streets, and all the residents 
of those streets were present to object, 
with one or two exceptions. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse opened for petition- 
ers, aud said his road was uuable to 
make terms with the Newtonville & 
Watertown road, and therefore they 
could not use that road for the 200 feet 
required, and had changed their peti- 
tion; to go by way of Middle and Cbapel 
streets. The road had a location through 
Newtou aud Pleasant streets from Wal- 
tham to Bemis, aud wished to extend 
the tracks to Newton. There was great 
need of a railroad that wont somewhere 
by tho Nonautum people, as both the 
Bemis and the Newton stations were a 
good ways distant, aud the cars would 
go past tbe Nonautum Worsted Co’s fac- 
toiy, which empluyod over a thousand 
hands, aud thbie were 2,500 people in 
Nonautum who needed accommod itions. 
It would bring Waltham two miles uear- 
er than by the other route. Statistics 
show that for every person injured by a 
street railway there were 7000 injured 
while walking or riding in a carriage. 
Tue streets are all fairly wide ones, 
Adams street is about 50 fee*, aud Chapel 
and Middle 40 feet, and there would be 
very little danger fiom tbe cars passiug 
through tli** streets. In r lie six years 
since the Newton Street Riilway was 
started only one person had beeu injured 
by the cars, and that a little girl in Wal- 
tham, whose parents had testified that 
the road was no- to blame. 

Iu leply to Alderman White lie stated 
that a sharp corner would have to be 
turned at Middle street, but the road 
would bo glad t > pay the expenses of 
vonuditig -df tli ■ corner. A sh up cjruer 
was uot so daugeruus, as tne care had to 
go slower. 

In reply to Alderman Degen lie said 
that he <li l not know th it Mold e street 

Attorney 1). J Gdla-oer presented a

The pe >p’le th re wanted to reach Wal- 
tham for 5 cents, most of them were peo 
pie t . whom a low faro was an obj -ct, 
aoii th • roads there were Lead at most 
seasons aud th -Mde walks worse, and if 
the street railway was laid, the paviug 
would be of great advantage to pedestri- 
ans, wuo wished to get through the 
streets. 

Attorney J. 1*. Lyons of Watertown 
represented the properly owueis along 
Cuapel, Middle and Adams streets, and 
said they were opposed to granting the 
railway almost without an oxuepliou. 
Chapel street was only 27 feet wi le iu 
some places, aud Middle street wan less, 
anil the willies of the real estate own- 
eis should be consulted before Hiich a 
privilege as this was grauted. lie had 
the signature of nearly every real estate 
owuer on Adams street, beginning with 
Father Dolan. Those who signed peti- 
tions iu f .vor, were mostly people who 
worked in the mill, a Moating crowd, who 
were here to-day anil iu Canada or some- 
where else to morrow . He cited also the 
case of the nroposud location ou Ceutre 
street, which was abondoued because of 
the protests of the property owners, aud 
said this was exactly u similar case. If 
the location was granted the streets 
ought first to be widened. 

Cornelius Buckley aud J. J. Blake of 
Middle street protested agaiu.it the rail- 
way. 

Thomas O’Brien, Jr., of Chapel street, 
protest* d against any location ou Chapel 
or Middle streets. The people tbeie had 
large families of small children, who had 
uo park or yard to play iu, aud hud to 
play iu the streets, aud there were three 
schools to which 'lie chi dreii went, aud 
had to pass to and fro ou these streets, 
and tiie danger would be veiy great. 

E. Derasscs also protested as the dan- 
ger to children would be too meat. 

M. J. Ryan made an emphatic protea . 


William J. Holmes, the expressman, 
made an exception, by heartily favoring 
the location and hoped it would he 
granted. He said he had as much front- 
age as any one man on Adams street, and 
he was in favor of the road. 

Morgan Mahoney protested, and said 
the load they now had was accommoda- 
tion enough. As for the petitions in 
favor, they were mostly from the mill 
hands in tho Nonautum Worsted Co., 
and they did not get pay enough to be 
ablo to atTord t.i ride. Children only had 
tho streets to play in, aud however elo- 
quent those who spoke for the road 
were, it should ho remembered that 
eloquence don’t pay taxes. 

Willis A. Bemis protested against tho 
road. 

W. F. Grace snid all the property own- 
objected, and the route selected was a 
very poor one. 

Thomas O'Briou said that of all the 
largo crowd present. Mr. Holmes was 
tho only one uot a remonstrant. The 
men who signed the petitions in favor 
lived iu Cambridge aud Brighton and 
everywhere but iu Newton. 

Reuben Forknall and a largo number 
of others protested, and evidently the 
sentimeut of the people there is all one 
way. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich said thero was ono 
consideration that be wished to present 
to the board and that was that tho 
people who lived ou a street could not 
control the street, which was for the 
benefit of the genoral public. Those 
liviug beyond the section must also be 
cousidered. Brattle street was an in- 
stance, wheu the Wost End wanted to 
extend their electric system to Water- 
town. Tlie people there objected and 
wished to block the extension, but they 
were uot able to do so. The worst was 
always anticipated, as was the case iu 
Walnut street, wheu the residouts 
thought they would be ruined by a road, 
but uow one of the chiof lemonstrauts is 
a director in the very road. The same 
was true of River street, which resembled 
this case, but uo children had been 
killed there. The futuie must be con- 
sidered and the question was in this a 
desirable thing for the future interests of 
the city. Alderman Degen caused a 
laugh by asking if the opposition on 
Brattle street was not successful in keep- 
ing tho electrie road on tbe street? Mr. 
Goodrich replied that Providence came 
in and pointed out a better way. 

Alderman Greene asked Mr, Morse if 
the franchise was granted as before if 
the road could uot make an arrangement 
with the Newtonville & Watertown road 
for the use of their tracks. 

Mr. Morse said he was a director and 
large stockholder in tbe Newtonville 
road, and while its president he had 
made a contract with the West End to 
use its tracks over the bridgo at Water- 
town and had agreed ou a tariff of not 
less than 13 cents a car mile, with some- 
thing for the use of the trolley wire. But 
the Newtonville road now wanted to fix 
tho rate of uot more than 13 cents, and 
bis road were not willing to pay that. 
Asked what course was adopted in case 
of difference between the roads, be said 
there was no appeal, except to the aider- 
men, who were made a court, for this 
purpose. The hearing was then closed. 

COMMONWEALTH AVENUE STREET BAIL 
WAY. 

A heariug was then opened on the 
petition of the above road for a location 
on Ceutre street from the boulevard to 
Homer street. Mr. Blanoy represent'd 
the road and said tbe line was a very 
short oue, some 500 feet, and only a 
single track was desired, with two curved 
turns to tne boulevard, lie referred to 
the hearing of last year and tho evidence 
presented, which represented the feeling 
as it existed today. He read letters from 
D. N. B. Coftiu, who stated that the 
extension was very desirable: also a 
letter from Mr. J. R Leesoo, strongly iu 
favor, aud statiug that oub of the ob- 
jects of the boulevard would be lost if 
this extension was not granted. No 
serious objectiou could be made to it. 
Mr. Blauey said tbe roads of the Com 
monwealth were used for tho purpose of 
public travel aud tbe electric ro«ul was 
one of tbe means of travel. The street 
is from 49 to 57 feet wide where this ex- 
tension is asked for. 

Mr. A. H. Itoffe said he wished merely 
to call attention to the feeling of Newton 
Centre people which was to a man iu 
favor of the exteusiou, with the excep- 
tion of the four or live who lived on this 
section of the street. He read a letter 
from the boulevaid syndicate, saying 
that the extension was of tho utmost im- 
portance, to the future growth of the 
region opened up by the boulevard. L 
Dana Chapman of Grant avenue wrote 
that the extension was needed to enable 
people to get to Newton Centre. 

Mr. Jewett, who is batldiug a fine 
| house at the corner of the boulevard and 
Hammond street, said it was a necessity 
for the people of that section to be able 
to reach the stores of Newton Ceutre. 

Representative Harwo id said be was 
one of a committee of live appointed at 
1 the annual meeting of tin* First Congru 
national chinch, to attend to this lint- 
| ter, and they w re all agreed to favor 
anything that would take c as off Homer 
1 street, which w is a great nuisance, es- 
| pcciaily wheu meetings were held in 
th** chapel, where n *thi g c mid be 
I heard by the noise of the cars, every to i 
minutes or so. Centre street was so far 
! away that the c.is were not any objdc- 
! turn there. To have all the boqjiv.trd 
! c is com* around Grafton street, as was 
proposed by tli »se who objected to this 
1 rou e, would prevent the church from 
I Using tbe chapei at all, and would also 
be a disturbance in the church itself. 

| Tbe peop'e of »hu Ceutre deserve seine 
i connection with the boulevard, aud he 
thought the petition should be grunted. 

To E. li. Mason, who represented the 
mnoustra'its, he said that it might be 
; better if Centre street was wider. 

Mr. John Ward said the plan of widen- 
ing Beacon stiuet aud liaviug a railway 
their was given up, because of the 
i boulevard uud the promises that just 
1 as good accommodations would be 
given them, but without this exteusiou, 
the boulevard would be of uo special 
beuelit to Newton Ceutre. If we can 
take the cars direct to Newtou Ceutre, it 
will be of great benefit to us, ami there 
will be a great deal of buildiug if this 
convenience is provided. 

To Mr. M ison, be said there was uo 
talk of building a new chinch, lie bad 
bought laud iu the rear ol the chuioh, 
but he owned it, aud probably it the 
cnurch ever wanted it, he would sell it 
to tUein, hut there was uo talk of using 
it uow. The street was from 49 to 57 
feet wide, where Ibis extension was 
asked for, while iu frout of the church, 
a location had beeu grauted on a part of 
the street only 29 feet wide. 

Mr. Mason asked Mr. Blauey if there 
h id beeu auy uegoliatious iu the past six 
mouths iu regard to his road taking up 
the tracks oil lloiner street, and Mr. 
Blauey said there had uot. 

Mr. Frank K lmauda said that at the 
healing last fall, ii was shown that all 
Newtou Ceutre favored thli location, 
and the same was true now. 

Mr. W. M. Noble said the railroa I 
ought to come up to the viliuge uud it 


was needed both to enable Newton 
Centre people to go to Boston, and to 
enable residents along the bnulovatd to 
reach Newt -mi Centre. 

Mr. Geo. Ward. Raid when tho boulevard 
was started the owners gave laud and 
money with the understanding that it 
would furnish a way to got, to Newton 
Centre, There was a small population 
in his section now, hut it would ino easo 
largely if the cars wont to Newton 
Centre. The school children especially 
needed some way to reach Hie schools at 
the Centre. i 

Mr. Alvord and Mr. Geo. A. Ward 
both spoke in favor of the location, as 
very important for Newton Centre, and 
the prosporityiof tho boulevard region. 

iSorno discussion resulted over who 
had promised that a boulevard railway 
would go to tbe Centre, but the point 
was not an important oue, as it was not 
the city officials. 

Mr. ii. T. Wills said it was an nbsolulo 
necessity to have the road extended to 
Newton Centre. He sympathized witli 
tbe residents on this short stretch of 
Centre street, but tho oars weut past his 
house on Homer street, and it was the 
greatest good of the greatest number 
that had to be consideted. 

A'derman Degen presented letters from 
a half dozeu lot owners ou Waban Hill, 
some of whom are building; staling that 
such an extension was an absolute 
necessity for them, to reach the stores, 
churches and schools, and also for the 
early development of their section. 
Without such iig extousion they would 
have to go to Brigbtou to tiado and to 
church. 

A letter from Mr. John A. Andrews 
was read, in favor of the extension, also 
several from residents ou Waban Hill 
aud Newton Heights. 

Mr. Avery L. Rand said be appeared 
for himself, for Mrs, Geo. A. Peirce and 
Mr. Fred Hartley, to remonstrate 
against the granting of the location 
asked for. It would be a great injury to 
thorn. Mr. Hartley, a tenant of bis, said 
that he would move if it was granted. 
Another route up Graftou street would 
be just as good and would only injure 
one mau, Mr. Hanson. The present loca- 
tion would damage Mr. Gilbert, Mr. 
Mason, Mr. Rico, Mrs. Peirce and him- 
self. He read a letter from Mr. Marshall 
O. Rice protesting strongly against the 
location, because it was only the. enter- 
ing wedgo for the appearance of a rail- 
way the whole length of Centre Street. 
It would be a great damage even if tbe 
street was widened, and ought not to bo 
considered without first widening the 
street. 

Messrs. G. G. Gilbert, A.C. Walworth, 
E. H. Mason and W. B. Young also 
spoke against the gr inting of the petition 
at some length aud Mr. Blaney closed for 
tho railway. He said it was the inten- 
tion to have cars running from Auburn 
street to Boston and a line of barges to 
convey passengers to Beacon street. 
The West End will begin to lay their 
tracks iu May and have their cars run- 
ning by 'lie first of July. Tho transfer 
will be made under shelter. 

Finally at 11.35 tbe long drawn out 
bearing closed aud the board transacted 
regular business. 

A heariug was begun on J. M. Cahill’s 
petition for permit to build a barn on 
Elm court, but was postponed for ono 
week.

LARGE MEETING IN AID OF THE 8UFFKU- 
KI18 HELD IN AUI1URNDALE— AD 
DRESSES BY MR. K. 11 HASKELL. MISS 
11LACKWKLL AND OTHERS— ABOUT $250 
CONTRIBUTED FOR THE CAUSE, 


Tbore was a large meeting of citizens 
in tho Aubimidalo Congregational 
church Sunday evening in aid f tho Ar- 
menian sufferers. Mr. Edwio B. Haskell 
presided, aud tho spoakers wero Miss 
Alice Stono Blaokwell, Dr. S M. Hago- 
pian, Dr. F. E. Clarke, D. D., and Mr. M. 
H. Gulesinn. 

Mr. Haskell, in his oponiug remarks, 
spoko of tho objact of the meeting, aud 
of tho good obtained from a gathering of 
citizens. If Christianity does uot throw 
open its doors iu such a case ns this, he 
continued, I do not know what Christi- 
anity is for. If wo offer a protest against 
the atrocitios, we know it will be only 
worse for the poor sufferers; but we 
can put out the hand of fellowship aud 
extend our sympathies iu a substantial 
manner. 

Mauy of those present have doubtless 
had opportunities to contribute to tho 
cause, but tho example of tho girls of 
Lasell Seminary iu coutributing $200 to 
the cause is au excellent one. The 
brothership of man implies the iuterust 
every poison has with the welfaro of hu- 
manity. It implies charity, out of which 
grows sympathy for all in distress. 
Mauy in Armenia today are suffering in- 
tensely. We can do uuthiug for tho 
dead, but we can aid those suff.uiug 
Horn famine and pestilence. Thu ques- 
tion tonight is, How much are you sorry 
lor these Armenians? Maybe wo all cau 
do something to rekindle the look of 
hope iu the face of oue of these sulTei- 
018. 


Miss Blackwell said: If there is auy 
reason for tlie gathering of citizens it is 
a call for humanity, and there are few 
better causes for such gatherings thin 
tho torriblo sufferings ot the Christians 
iu Armenia. 1 am glad to hear of the 
gift of the Lasell girls, but I was more 
touched by the charity of a poor Scau- 
dinaviau woman, who gave her entire 
savings of 11 years. 

Oue of the reasons the American peo- 
ple have uot got together more on this 
question is beoause they do uot fully 
believe the stories oi tho suffeiing Ar- 
meuiaus. If you doubt the storieB, look 
the matter up for yourself, and the more 
you study the case, the more you will 
realize the weight against tbe uation. 
Tho atrooities of tho past few months 
are but the culmiuatiou of the massa- 
cres of years. The Aimeuiaus are prac- 
tically at the mercy of the Moham- 
medans. They are not allowed to carry 
arms, aud have no defeuce of life, honor 
or property. The corrupt courts will 
give uo decision against a Moham- 
medan, and uo weight is given to the 
testimony of a Christian. Even the text 
bjok has beeu suppressed. 

Miss Blackwell spoke of the coolies 
who have been eurolled in the regiments 
and their pillages uud massacies, aud 
that Armenians, onco they become 
American citizens, cauuot return to their 
uwu country, the Sultan uot wishiug the 
liberty of this cuuutry imbibed by his 
subj cts. 

She then gave a brief history of the 
Armenians’ suffeiings because of their 
religiuu, aud spoke of their martyrdom. 
In conclusion, she said: Let as got to- 
gether and do what we can to prevent 
the diabolical effort to exterminate this 
heroic aud inoffensive people. 

Mr. Uagopian spoke of two letters he 
had received within a week, telling ol 
the depression of business, the imprison 
ment of educated aud prominent men, 
of the many massacred and tho destitute 
oouditiou of his people. Uecoutluod his 
remarke chiefly to tne starving condition 
of the people, saying that if one mau has 
nothing to eat, then some other man lias 
more than bis share. Ho thought there 
is enough iu this world for all, but thuio 
cm bo no equal distiibutiou wlulo 
financiers coihiquo piling up their mil 
lions and European uiithoruies tax the 
people to such uu extent that, the l ulei s 
of the land may live iu luxury and ex- 
travagance while their subjects starve. 

All Armenia today, said the speakt r. 
is starving, and we can’t stop it; but if 
we can’t stop the massacres, we can aid 
the suffeiing people in getting some 
thiug to eat. 

In c inclusion he called upon his hoar- 
ds, iu i lie names of hum, mi: v and Chris 
tiauiiy, to ho faithful, he g-norous, be 
quick ui doing their duty to their folioa- 
Cieatui'es. 
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or« a, aud in. conclusion spoke of the aid 
we. as a nation, can give to these Chi is* 
'inis, who are martyrs us noble ns any 
tho world over saw. 


The last speaker, Mr. Gulesiau, made 
a most eloquent aud pathetic appeal for 
his people, llo spoke of his own rela- 
tives, some dead and some in prison. 
Tho latter, he said, he would much 
rather were dead, for the Turkey prison 
is a regular hell. It seemed hh though 
the Almighty had almost forgotten his 
Armenian children imd the scenes of 
their uuparalled condition. 

About $250 iu cash and pledges were 
contributed.

MILITARY DRILL. 


WHAT DR. SARGENT OF HARVARD SAYS 
OK IT. 


At a receut meeting iu Bostou Dr. Sar- 
gent said that his alteulion had first 
been drawn to military drill iu schools 
by fiuding that the boys who weut to 
Harvard from Bostou schools where they 
weie drilled lo carry arms, were physi- 
cally deformed by this drill. He had 
read a paper ou this subject in 1880 
which has resulted iu the reduction of 
the weight ot the guns used m (lie 
schools, and more exercise for the left 
side, left arm aud let t hau l, before this 
altogether neglected. 

He was opposed to military training in 
the public schools because it did not 
meet all tbe demands for physical train- 
ing. A great objection is that it is not 
sufficient to arouse a moral earnestness 
aud enthusiasm among the boys. It ex- 
ercises ouiy one side of the body ; it 
hampers by tight, heavy olothing, free 
resplratiou and perspiiatiou; muscles are 
not fivxed and relaxed iib they should be 
in exercise, but letanized by boldiug iu 
one posttiou ; theie is an unequal s rain 
upon the mind, and the mauuul of arms 
is not ueuily scope euough. 

It is a mistake io suppose that mili- 
’ ary drill gives boys an erect aud grace- 
ful carriage; it makes them, rather, 
angular aud awkward. Iu order to at- 
tain the military idea of being a perfect 
killing machine, they have to sacrifice 
individual development, symmetry aud 
health.

STREET RAILWAY EXTENSIONS. 


The aldermen had two more illustra- 
tions, Monday evening, of the folly of 
loDg hearings, and were kept in session 
until half past twelve, to discover what 
every oue knew before, that people do 
not wish a street railway to run past 
their own residences, but are willing to 
havo it run on any other street than the 
one they live on. This is the invariable 
showing made at every heariug, and it 
hardly seems necessary for the board to 
give up several hours of a sessiou merely 
to discover this, nor for the street rail- 
ways to hire attorneys to get up petitions 
from those who do not live on the streets 
in question. and so head off the effect of 
the remonstrance. 

It seems to make no difference whether 
people live on Middle street in Nooau- 
tum, or on Centre street, Newton Centre, 
they object just as strongly to the pres- 
ence of a street railway, and regard it as 
a great damage to their property in both 
cases. 

The only thing the board of aldermen 
have to consider is whether public neces- 
sity demands the extension asked for, 
and in that particular location, aud if so, 
the convenience of the great majority 
has of course to be considered, aud the 
interests of the few have to give way to 
those of the many. 

In regard to the Commonwealth 
avenue street railway’s petition for a 
way to reach Newton Centre, it seems 
to be demanded by the interests of the 
whole boulevard section, aud also of 
Newton Centre itself. Without this ex- 
tension the people oa the boulevard will 
get in the habit of going to Brighton to 
trade and to chnrch, aud for their social 
interests, and wit] be without any inter- 
ests iu Newton. They would also soon 
demand to be set off to Brighton or 
Brookline on account of the greater ease 
of reaching the schools iu those districts, 
and this would meau a great loss to New- 
ton. It is unfortunate for those who 
live on the line of the exteusion, but per- 
haps they will flud that the cars will not 
prove as gieat a nuisance as they appre- 
keud. 

One thing should be done, however, 
aud that is to widen the short stretch in 
front of the Congregational church, 
where the roadway is only 20 feet wide. 
This widening would not prove very ex- 
pensive, and in the interest of all who 
have occision to drive over it. the widen- 
ing should be done, before any more cars 
are allowed to ruu over it. From Homer 
street to the boulevard, wideuiug is uot 
so much of a uecessi y, as the street 
there is already of a reasonable width. 

In regard to the Newton Street Rail- 
way’s petition, it would seeu that the 
Adams street loute is the only proper 


more for tho city clerk’s department. 
Sixpiy more for polico and one pays a 
higher salary to its marshal. 

Nine pay more for their ftro depart- 
ment, and two pay more for their chief. 
Ojly one pays more for the assessors’ 
department, and three for head assessor. 
Only one pays more for its ongiueei’s 
department and wo head the list in 
amount paid for clerical work. 

Four exceed us in appropriation for the 
highway department, and only one pays 
as much for superintendent of streets, 
while wo lead the list in amount j 
paid for clerical work. Nowtou also j 
leads in salary for water registrar, and j 
two pay ipore for superintendent of 
water works, while eight exceed us in 
amount paid for clerical work iu this de- j 
partment. 

Ten lead us on cost of sower mainte- 
nance and two on salary of superinten- 
dent of sewers. 

Nine exceed us in appropriation for 
street lights, and eight iu cost of health 
department. Two pay more for agout of 
the board, and four more for clerical 
work. 

All but one pay more for their poor 
department, two more for city alraouer, 
aud thirteen more for superintendent 
and matron of Almshouse. 

Eight pay more for superintendent of 
buildings, six more for inspector of 
plumbing, three more for city messenger 
and one more for clerk of council. 

Seven pay more for school department, 
and two pay a higher salary to the 
superintendent of schools. Seven pay 
more for clerk of school board, and Now- 
ton pays the highest salary for a High 
^ckool principal. 

As the cities compared are Worcester, 
Fall River, Lowell, Cambridge, Lynn, 
New Bedford. Somerville, Springfield, 
Lawrence, Holyoke, Salem, Brockton, 
Chelsea, Haverhill and Taunton, all but 
one of them exceeding us in population, 
aud four by more than three times, these 
figures will be full of interest. Evident- 
ly Newton is very liberal in other de- 
partments besides that of schools, and 
the whole goes to show that New- 
ton is a very expensive city for oue of its 
size.

Besides all these victories, he is still 
fighting for more advantages for the peo- 
ple. He claims that it is the over-capi- 
talizatiou of the stock of corporations 
that is going to ruin the republic, and 
that high rates are mostly the result of 
the corporations trying to make the peo- 
ple pay interest on water. He means to 
force the corporations doing business in 
Detroit to let the water out of their 
1 stock, and tbeu let them get a good re- 
turn on a legitimate capitalization. It is

A Good Bill. 

The Citizans’ Association of Bostou 
has prep tied a bill to be presented to 
tbe Legislature relating to the franchises 
of street railways in which it is provided 
that “Every street railway company, 
whether already or hereafter organized, 
shall annually pay in addition to the 
taxes now provided by law a street fran- 
chise tax of 3 ppr cent, of its gross earn- 
ings, aud in addition thereto a sum equal 
to the amount such street railway com- 
pany shall pay in dividends ou its capi- 
tal stock in excess of 5 per cent, per an- 
num; provided, that uo corporation shall 
be compelled iu any year to pay the 
street lranchise tax herein provided for 
whoso earnings for that year have not, 
in the opinion of the railroad commis- 
sioners. on petitiou by such corporation, 
beeu sufficient to pay all necessary and 
proper fixed charges, exclusive of said 
tax, also to properly maintain the track 
and other property of tbe corporation, 
and to pay 5 per cent, on its capital 
stock, aud shall be compelled to p iy only 
so much of said 3 per cent, as said cor- 
poration shall earn iu exce-s of said 5 
per cent, ou its capital stock as above 
determined.

Another hearing ou the peti- 
tion of John M. Cahill for a stable on 
Elm street was postponed on motion of 
Alderman Allen until April 0. there be- 
iug no meeting of the board next Mon- 
day eveniug. 

After a short cousideratiou an order 
sent up from the council appropriating 
$250 for plnus for a new bouse for engine 
3 was passed in concurrence. 

A petition from Thomas C. Sulliv.au 
for a building permit to eroct a tenement 
bouse at the corner of Waluut aud Bea- 
con streets was granted, the inspector of 
buildings approving of the same. 

Wo. H. Fart, idge asked permission to 
erect a wooden building ou Bowers 
street in the rear of the Methodist 
church, to bo used for a photographic 
studio and stores. He was represented 
by his architect, Mr. Arthur H. Vinal, 
who explained the plans of the building 
and the intention of Mr. Partiidge. The 
petitioner was given leave to with 
'draw. 

Mr. Avery L. Rand and he appeared 
before the board relative to the abolition 
of grade crossings on the south side. 
These crossings he tL ought must soon 
be done away with and urged that a be- 
ginning should be made aud proper plans 
presented for consideration. 

Mr. Geo. S. Rice desired to have the 
preliminary steps taken at once, aud ex- 
plained the necessity of such an action, 
as there were nine dangerous crossings 
on the south side. The oity engineer he 
thought should be ordered to consider 
plans aud report in a year or year and a 
half. 

Ex-Alderman Roffe said that danger 
from these crossings was inevitable and 
sooner they were abolished the better. 

Mr. Alfred D. Alvord, a prominent real 
estate broker, told how real estate was 
obliged to suffer from these grade cross- 
ings and how its value could be increased 
by their abolition, He thought that 
while the north side boulevard was 
under way that it would be a good op- 
portunity for the consideration of the 
south side question. 

Mr. Rand spoke again reviewing what 
the others had said aud voicing their 
sentiments and desires. No remon- 
strants appearing the hearing was then 
closed. 


Ex- Alderman Chadwick said that 
with him it wn* not a personal matter 
and no feeling of animosity toward Ex- 
Gov. Clafiin, but such uusightly build- 
ing would damage surrounding property. 
All the above gentlemen were willing to 
subscribe a sum to reimburse Mr. Clafiin 
for bis loss. 

Alderman Degen thought that the 
petitioner had a perfect right to move 
the buildings on his own land, and said 
that if he was refused be would be com- 
pelled to buy land elsewhere.

Petitions were presented by Aldermeu 
White aud Alleu for tho Hooding of 
Bullougbs Pond which were received 
from residents of Upper Falls, West 
Newton, Lower Falls and other paits of 
the city. All were referred to the board 
of health for cousideratiou. 

The petition ot Win. Clafiin for per- 
mission to remove his building acioss 
Washington street war theu giveu a 
hearing. Alderman Degeu said that the 
petition was only a duplicate of the one 
which was presented at the last meeting 
at which time Mr. Clufliu was given 
leave to withdraw, lie had investigated 
the case, lie said, and could mot see any 
reason for not granting the permit. If 
it was for any uersoual reason he 
thought it bcuealh the dignity of the 
board (o consider any such sentiment.

Poisonous Shrubs and Viues. 

The attention of the Newton Horticul- 
tural Society has been called to the de- 
sirability of destroying bo far as possible 
the poisonous sbrubs and vines, that uie 
found growing in tho low lauds, aud 
aloug the highways of the city, aud a 
v >te to that effect has been passed, and a 
committee clioseu to carry out the 
wishes of the society. We feel very sure 
the public will be glad to second the 
efforts of the committee to the end that 
the nuisauce may be abated. 

The plants referred to are Rhus veune- 
uata aud Rhus toxicodendron. The first 
uamed is a shiub commonly called poi- 
sonous dogwood, though it is not a dog- 
wood at all. None of the dogwoods are 
poisonous. The vine is commouly called 
poison ivy, though it is not au ivy, but 
a Rbus. The plauts both belong to the 
Sumach family, aud are very poisonous, 
especially the first uamed. Many per- 
sons suffer every year from haiidliug or 
rubbing ugaiust one or the other, and 
some people are so sensitive that they 
are poisoued if they pars near the Rhus 
veiiueuata. Cases have been known 
w here peisons have baud led the branches 
of these plauts and beeu daugerously 
poisoned. The autumn foliage of these 
iwo sumachs is among the brightest aud 
| most elegant io be fouud in our uortberu 
climate, and iu many cases thuse ignorant 
ot their dangerous qualities, are led to 
gather branches oi them aud so suffer 
tearfully from their ignorance. 

The Rhus toxicodendron has greally 
increased within a few year** and uau be 
fouud growing along the walls and fuuces 
iu abundance, aud iu some cases along 
sidewalks where children pass to ami 
from school daily. The only wonder is 
that more do not suffer frum the injuri- 
ous qua'itits of this vine. 

The Rhus veuueuata growing as it 
does iu swamps aud low lauds, is uol 
met with so otteu hut it is a more dam 
gerous plant when handled than the 
other. The society have declared war 
upon both — we hope a war of extermina- 
tion— aud call upon all owners of laud 
where these pests are found to oo oper- 
ate with them iu this effort to get rid of 
these two plauts. 

There are persons upou whom these 
plauts have no effect, and such persons 
can do this woi k. The committee pro- 
pose to employ such a one. Iu some 
cases where the roots iuu under the 
foundation stones of a wall or for uuy 
other reasou cannot well he reached, salt 
may be used iu such quantity as to de- 
stroy .the same Cutting down will not 
lie enough as they will Hprout again, 
Wheu possible all should be taken out 
root aud brauch aud burued. None who 
are susceptible to the poisonous effects 
should he near while tins is being done 
for fear of injury from the smoke.

A LIVELY IIKAUINO BEFORE TIIK HOARD 

OF HEALTH. 

Monday afternoon before the boatd of 
health at City Hall, a homing was giveu 
a number of Newtonville citizens, tbo 
Newton Land Company and otbeis in- 
terested io the nlhged Bullougbs Rond 
nuisance, which has boon agitated in tbo 
Newtons, t-ver since the draining of the 
water of tbo pond some months ago. Pe- 
titions have been circulated in nil tbo 
Newtons for tho r* Mowing of this pood 
and t he benriug was mainly duo to those, 
and tbo general spirit of dissatisfaction 
occasioned by the action of tbo Newtou 
Land and Improvement Company, who 
are owners of the pond nnd who drained 
It with the idea of filling nnd improv- 
ing it later on. Owing to the uuturo of 
the undertaking their further action has 
been necessarily delayed and tbo citizens, 
particularly those living in tho vicinity, 
bavo been nnnoyed by foul odors coming 
from the mud aud decayed animal mat- 
ter iu the bed of the pood. 

Amoug the first to speak of the many 
different petitioners was E. A. Wilkie, 
who stated that he was a resilient of 
Newtonville and u property owner on 
what was once the edge of the pond. Of 
late ho bad noiiecd a very offensive odor 
aud iu particular, on sunny days. He 
had examined tho bottom of tbo pond 
and while there had noticed that tho 
odor was very strong aud had found 
a number of dead fish. The smell 
from these fish was similar to the 
general odor coming from the pond. 

8. J. DROWN 

another residont in tbo vicinity of the 
poud said ho had also examined the lat- 
ter and found a largo number of dead 
fish decaying there. There w6ro several 
other geutlemeu with him at the time 
aud they had also noticed tbo odor. lie 
considered the pond iu its preseut condi- 
tion a menace to health aud intended to 
remove to Boston at once. 

II. A. WHEELER 

a resident of Mill street some 600 foot 
away from the pond had noticed peculiar 
odors and au examination of the bed of 
the pond found a largo number of 
musclbs rotting there. 

Mrs. S. J. Brown stated that during 
the w<trra spell, previous to the last 
heavy snow, the air from the pond was 
particularly offensive and she had been 
ill several days as a result of it. 

C, S. Keene made a strong address in 
favor of liaviug the pond either filled or 
Mowed at once. He Baid to him it seemed 
a most unusual proceeding that the citi 
zeus should have to come to City Hall to 
make a complaint agaiust such a self- 
evident and growing evil as Bullonglis 
pond was daily becoming, and also to be 
called upon to prove that it was a 
menace to health and property. The 
board of health and everybody else who 
knew anything about the matter would 
agree that the pond in its present condi- 
tion was a nuisance. It did uot matter 
whether the poud was flowed or filled, 
but dll 'be citizens wanted was to have a 
nuisance abated. 

E W. Davis stated t‘. at ha was a new 
resideut in the vicinity <1 reo pond but 
had beeu thero long euough to notice the 
odors coming from that direction. lie 
had also examined the poud and found 
it in a very offensive condition. If he 
had known how matters stood he should 
uot have moved there and was sorry for 
it, but would advise others to stay away. 

n. R. Thompson who lived some dis 
tance from the pond said be personally 
bad not noticed an unusual odor, but 
thought something should be doue be- 
fore the warm weather set in. 

Several remarks of like character were 
made by Messrs. C. E. Adams and Frank 
Brewer. There beiug uo others ou the 
side of the petitioners desiring to speak, 
George \V. Morse, as representative of 
the laud company, uext spoke, going 
back a numb* r of years to the time win n 
thb poud fiist came into the bands of the 
c impauy. 

Uo said Bullougbs was a misnomer, 
that there was no Bullougbs pond. 
What was called Bullougbs pond was 
merely a meadow that had beet, flooded. 
The lower part of it had been used as a 
pond in colouial times but since then the 
only interruption to tho flow of water 
through ihe valley had been the present 
dam. About 1S81 he hud bought sever- 
al houses ou the shores of the pond and 
while these were teuantable, ho had Pad 
them torn down, believing that it would 
help forwaid their scheme of improve- 
ment. By examining certain deeds aud 
papers at that time he had found that 
tho soil under the poud belonged to 
other people. At this time it was in- 
tended to make a park, and pet it i ms 
reuresenting some $15,000 000 or $20,- 
000,000 were citcil toil hue these were 
defeated by one vote iu the hoard of 
aldermeu. 

Soon alter ho got control of lauds ou 
the west side of ihe poud hut was met 
by this meuuce, that he could never sell 
lauds ou the poud until he could get con- 
trol of tlie lauds under it aud have it 
filled iu. It had beeu some 15 years since 
he had first got coatrol of th - land and 
it had taken the company from then till 
now to get complete coutr *1 of tho poud 
and its surroundings, so they con d im- 
prove it. When they had got control 
they had set about to improve it iu the 
best manner they knew how. There bad 
beeu a gieat deal of malma in that yi 
cinity, and he would venture i hat to 10 
cases before the poud w is drained they 
would only find one now. It bad been 
staled that they desired to sell tho laud to 
the city hut this was no' true as they had 
never offered the land forsale. All they 
wanted was their rights iu the matter. 

The city had so constructed their cul- 
vei t at the upper part of i he pond that the 
water could uot all he drawn iff as they 
first intended, and be considered this up- 
per end a great menace to public health. 
The city wanted them to flood the poud 
hut if that was done the present trouble 
which was rapidly uhating would haye 
to be gone all over again. The poud had 
once been used to run a grist mill, hut 
those days were passed, and the com- 
pany merely desired to improve aud 
better the community. The water was 
drawn off with this idea to view aud the 
company w ni l go on with its work at 
once, hut h id been advised by an expert 
to wait uwlnie until the ground was in 
better condition. 'They had already 
spent a gieat deal of mouey iu this vi- 
cinity aud their property was assessed 
for n.-ailv *400.000. 

< I). Jacks m, a sanitai y engineer and 

m* in her of the state hoard of health was 
here called upou ti* give evidence. He 
staled that In f ue Sunday lie bad never 
before examined the poud Mill* a pro 
tension a I eye. His sense of smell was 
very acute, hut he had noticed no odor 
I rom the mud iu the poud. The oulv 
./dor. and that was veiy slight, was < c- 
cubioued by a number oi dead muscles, 
which were lying about. From the con- 


dition of, these shell fish he judged that 
the odor was not so strong as it lind 
been, and was daily ge'tlng les«. In bis 
opinion the odor bad diminish* d t > that 
extent that It could no Inogor be oalled n 
nuisance, >»nd what odor there ivm, was 
merely offensive but not unstuitary. 
The practical drainage of the pond could 
not be accomplished until tbo culvert 
under Walnut street had been lowered. 
The upper end of the pond was very 
favorable to the growth of malarial 
germs but tbo drawing of tho water in 
the lower pond ho felt would bo benc- 
llcial to tho neighborhood. 

E. S. Smilio ot Nowlon, as civil engi- 
neer, also gavo testimony substantially 
the same as Mr. Jackson. Mr. Sniilie 
bad examined tbo soil of the pond and 
had found tbo average depth of tho inud 
to bo only about, half a foot, with a good 
gravelly soil henoath. 

There being uo others desiring to 
speak tbo hoaring was closed, tho hoard 
of health reserving their decision.

The school board held its reguhr 
monthly meeting in the old Clafiin school 
building at Newtonville, Wednesday 
eveuing, Mayor Cobb presiding, A com- 
munication was road from the city coun- 
cil pertaining to subjects contained in 
the mayor’s iuaugural address relative to 
the cost of the new High school building 
and the disposition of the appropriations 
for school expenditures, which wrs 
placed on tile. Superintendent Aldrich 
presented a proposition from the faculty 
of Harvard College to the effect that, if 
ten students from that university, who 
had completed the required course, be 
allowed to visit the various schools of 
Newton and teach the different classes at 
least one day, in return would be given a 
free course t.o ten Newton terchers in 
either Lite University ur Kadcliffe Col- 
lege. On motiou of Mr. Noyes it was re- 
ferred to the committee ou text books 
nnd courses of studies, Tho following 
ouleis wire dispus.d of as i.illotv.<; 

An order that tbo school census be 
takeu as nquired by tbo public statutes, 
adopted ; an order that leave of absence bo 
granted to Miss Mary E. Martin, an assist- 
ant iu the Barnaid school, from April 1st 
for the remainder of the schcol year, 
adopted; an order that the salary of the 
janitor of the Adams school bo fixed at 
$50, commencing March 1st, adopted; an 
order that the sum of $$(J5 be appropri- 
ate d for expense of furnishing the new 
Adams school was adopted ; an order that 
the sum of $13,731.17 be appropriated to 
cover 'ho school expenses for the month 
of March, adopted; an order that the 
masters of the various schools be order* d 
to make a monthly report of the condi- 
tion of tbeir buildings and the duties of 
the j ruitors, adopted ; an order that the 
secretary be instructed to write to the 
city couucil aud ascertain what disposi- 
tion was made of their communication 
of January 27, asking that the superin- 
tendent of buildiuga be authorized to 
make a report of the pluinbiug coudition 
of tho Adams school, and tho sanitary 
condition of all the school buildings, 
adopted. 

The resignation of Miss Carrie E. Com- 
for 4b, a teacher in the Mason school, was 
read aud accepted. 

The report of the financial committee 
showed that school expenses for the 
mouth of March were *13 731 13, aud 
that $805 had been taken troin tho extra 
appropriation of $2000 for furnishing the 
Adams school. 

Mr. Ward said that the grammar school 
masters were desirous of having a hear- 
ing before Ihe board relative to nil io 
crease of salaries. Hu was undecided 
whether to refer it to the financial com- 
mittee or present it as a petition for a 
hearing betore the board. 

Mr. Hollis didn’t think it proper that 
the financial committee be ignored but 
wished the matter properly disposed of. 

Mr, Avery suggested that if the appro- 
priation was uot large euough au extra 
one he asked or a readjustment of the 
salaries be made. 

No further action was takeu upon the 
matter. 

A communication was received from J. 
Richard Carter aud others, repr* seuting 
that the school houses of the city were 
not being propel ly cleaned, and that it 
had been fouud necessary to clean the 
High school building by pi ivate subscrip- 
tion. The cleaning of these huildiugs 
was a matter of urgent necessity, the 
communication stared, and au appropri- 
ation of at least $2500 should he made 
for the purpose. 

Mayor Cobb stated that uuder the 
regulations, it was clearly the duty of 
tbe j tnitois to keep the school bouses iu 
a proper condition of cleanliness. If they 
did uot, it was clearly tbe fault of the 
district committees, who were over the 
janitors. Either some one hud been 
negligent, or the petition was au imperti- 
nence. 

Superintendent Aldrich said that iu 
some instances the j mitors were uot 
paid a sufficient sum io enable them to 
thoroughly clean the huildiugs in their 
ohurgi-. In bis npiuiou the school houses 
of Newton compured fuvmubly with 
those of other citioH as regards cleauli-

CLOSED FOR TIIR PRESENT FOR WANT 
OF A ORIBT. 


Uev. John A. lltycn of 8 ilem closed 
the Single Tax meeting* for the present 
at 280 Bellevue street on Tuesday even- 
ing. with an address upon the Law of 
Wages. Ho outlined ids subject as fol- 
lows: 

1. Definition of Wages, Ideal Wages. 
The full equivalent of what labor pro- 
duces: Actual Wages, the total amount 
of products (not of money) which one 
receives in uxohango for his labor. 

2. What is moant, by the Dead Line 
and the minimum wage. How many 
may actually bo subsisting on starvation 
wages under our present system? All 
wages are based upon what the laborer 
can earn working for himself upon the 
boat land in use that can be had for 
nothing. The margin of cultivation. 

3. Influence of other factors upon the 
wage problem. Charity. Arbitrary at- 
tempts to raise wages by statute. Etght 
hour laws. These attempts benefit 
classes and sections temporarily at the 
expense of other classes aud sections, 
Tariff Laws. Of which Therold Rogers 
says: "Political Ecouomy has indeed , 
taught one lesson of enormous value, 
though the truth lias only been accopteri 
with fullneHs among ourselves. It is 
that any hindrance put by law or cus- 
toms on the purchaser’s market is a 
wrong to every one, to tlio community 
first, to the laborer next., to the capitalist 
employer last. It is due to the fact that 
tho injury comes last to the capitalist, 
aud that before the mischief is worked 
out such a person is able to gain abnor- 
mal profits by the losses of others, that 
protection laws, as they are called, exist 
for a day. When labor is thoroughly 
organized, aud workmen find out the 
significance of this truth. Lb at wages 
have always increased absolutely i. e. in 
their money amount, aud relatively i. e. 
in their purchasing power, when prices 
nro low, they will be let-s disposed to 
listen to tho insidious udvico of those 
who counsel them to help tho movement 
for raising prices, through restraint on 
trade under tho plea of fairness. But it 
will be found that all the best inferences 
of political economists huvo had the ad- 
vantage of being deductions from expe- 
rience, aud nave been supported by prac- 
tice alter they have been demonstrated 
in theory.” 

Can tho state lower wages? Not if the 
iand is free; yes, if the land is monopo- 
lized by privato individuals. Note how 
the "Statute of Laborers” in the fifteenth 
ceutury failed to lower wages, until sup- 
plemented by the iniquitous legislation 
of the landlord parliament of Charles II. 

4. What will raise wages as a whole? 
Koep the margin of cultivation to its 
highest point. The Single Tax will do 
this. 

Reference was made to the following 
quotations from the text hook of the 
Siugle Taxer, Progress and Poverty, by 
Henry George upon the subject ol the 
Law of Wages. 

"The fundamental principle of human 
action — the law that is to political econo- 
my what the law of gravitation is to 
physics— is that men seek to gratify their 
desires with the least exertion. Evidei t- 
ly, this principle must bring to an equal- 
ity, through the competition it induces, 
the reward gaiued by equal oxeitioua 
under similar circumsiauces. When men 
work for thems vivas, ibis^equa'iza- 
tion will bo largely affected by the equa- 
tion of prices; aud between those who 
work for themselves and those who work 
for others, tho same tendency to equali- 
zation will operate. Now uuder this 
principle, what, in conditi juj of freedom, 
will bo (be terms at which oue man can 
hire others to work for him? Evidently 
they will he fixed by what tho men could 
make if laboring lor themselves. Tho 

E nnciple which will preveul him from 
aving to give anything above this ex- 
cept what is necessary to iuduce the 
change, will also prevent them from tak 
ing less. Did they demaud more, the 
competition of others would prevent 
ttiem from getting employment. Did he 
offer less, none would accept the terms, 
as they could obtain greater results by 
workiug for themselves. Thus, alihough 
the employer wishes to pay as little as 
possible, aud the eruolojoo to receive as 
much as possible, wages will be fixed by 
the value of such labor to the laborers 
themselves. If wages are temporarily 
carried either above or below this line, a 
tendeuoy to carry them back at ouce 
arises." 

"Now tho primary and fundamental 
occupations, upon which, so to speak, all 
others ure built up, are evideutly tfios- 
whioh procure wealth directly from 
nature; hence the law of wages in them 
must be the general law of wageB. Aud, 
as wages iu such occupations clearly de- 
pend upon what labor can produce at the 
lowest point of natural productiveness to 
which it is habitually applied: therefore, 
wages generally depend upon the margiu 
of cultivation, or to put it more exactly, 
upon the highest p >iut of uatural pro- 
ductiveness to which labor is free to up 
ply itself without the uavtnent of reut." 

"Where land is free and luAor is ut> 
nssistud by capital, the whole produce 
will go to labor as wages. Where laud is 
free uud labor is assisted by capital, 
wages will consist of the whole produce, 
less that part necessary to iuduce the 
storing up of labor us uapitul. Where 
laud is subjeot to ownership aud reut 
arises, wages will be fixed by what labor 
could seoure from the highest natural 
opportunities opeu to it without the pay- 
ment of rent. Where natural opportuni- 
ties arc all monopolized wages may be 
foroed by the competition among labor- 
ers to the minimum at which laborers 
will cuusuut to leproduoe." 

"In its simpler mauifestatious, this law 
of wuges is recognized by people who do 
not trouble themselves about political 
economy, just as tho fact that a heavy 
body would fall to the earth was long 
recognized by those who uever thought, 
of the law ot giavitation. It does not 
require a philosopher to see that if iu 
any country uuturul opportunities were 
throwu opeu whiob would enuhle labor- 
ers to make for themselves wages higher 
than the lowest now paid, the general 
rate of wages would rise; while tiro 
most ignoraut and stupid of Lire placer 
mineiH el eurly California know that us 
the placers gave out or were monopo- 
lized, wuges must fall. It rt quires no 
fine tmuu theory to explain w hy wages 
ure so high relatively to production iu 
uew countries where lurid is yet uu- 
monopolized; the cause is on the surface, 
'Outftuau will not work for another tor 
less than his labor will really yield, when 
he cun go upon the uext quarter section 
and luke up a faun lor himself. It is 
only as land becomes monopolized and 
these uuturul opportunities ure shut off 
from labor tbal laborers are obliged to 
compete with ouch other lor employ- 
ment, aud it becomes possible for the 
farmer to hire bauds to do his work 
>^kile he maiutuius himself ou the differ- 
ence between what their labor produoea 
aud what he paya them for it." 

A few iutereated studeuta pf the sub- 


ject had only one question remaining to 
be answered viz: "should the Single Tax 
prevail there would lie free trade, would 
not thin reduce wages slid ho a groat dis- 
advantage to the woi king man?” It was 
answered as follows: 

Man worked for himself long before he 
worked for anybody elso. 

Man's first wages were tire full product 
of his labor applied to land. 

These wages were then as now labor’s 
natural wages. 

Natural wages nre what labor can earn 
when employing Itsolf upon laud upon 
wtiioh there is no runt. 

Man will not work for somebody elso 
unless Ire can get more pay than by 
working for himself, that is get more 
than n itural wages. 

Natural wiigos are limited and fixed by 
access to uatural opportunities, by 
labor’s access to the land. 

By this access to the land is meant 
access, not only in an agricultural sense, 
but in tho economic sense, both alike. 
Tho freer Hie land the higher will lie 
natural wages, aud general wages will 
advance. The tariff has nothing what 
ever to do with wages any more than 
havo tho Edison patouts or the Tide- 
graph, or any other highly profitable 
nonopoly, "Mon who work for wages 
are not sellers of commodities, they nre 
sellers of labor; how can incroise in the 
price of commodities benefit them? 
Tendency to lower wages arises from 
competition, nor the competition of the 
goods maker, it is the competition of the 
labor market." 

How oiii the 0 per cent of protected 
industries govern tho other 04 per cent 
of wages in this country? It is a census 
fact that wages are lower in the pro 
tected than in the unprotected industries. 
In ten years ending 1883 while wages 
went down in Massachusetts 5 per cent, 
they rose iu free trade England 0 per 
cent. In flee trade England wages aro 
50 per cent higher than in protected 
France or protected Germauy, Since 
England abandoned protection wages 
have increased 50 por cent and the cost 
of living lias gone down 25 per cent. 
James P. Porter, an intense protec- 
tionist, says that the manufacturers got 
"practically the sole benefit from the 
tariff laws." This is not tho wholo 
trouble! gradually tho benefit oasses 
from the manufacturer to the man who 
owns the soil. 

The company were interested iD the 
following extract from a sermon of 
Februarv 23rd, by Rev. R. A. White, form- 
erly of Newtonville, now pastor of the 
Stewart Avenue Univei salist church in 
Chicago. 

"The gradual absorption by a few of 
natural opportunities constitutes a 
menace to equal opportunities. Seventy 
per cent ot tho wealth of the United 
States is said to be owned by three- 
tenths of oue per cent of the population. 
All the great natural sources of wealth 
and even the great sources of the neces- 
sities of life are fast falling into the 
hands of a comparative few. The great 
mass of our citizens, shut out from 
such opportunities, sink into the posi- 
tions of dependents, tho many depeud'*ut 
upon the will of the few for oven the 
means to livo. The Single Taxer is quite 
right when lie iusists that the most im- 
mediate problem is to rescue natural 
opportunities from the hands of the few, 
and restore such opportunities to the 
rainy, as God intended. I do not be- 
lieve that the Single Tax will do all that 
its advocates think it will do, but I am 
enough of a Single Taxer to believe that 
it would solve oue of the most pressing 
problems of the times, the monopoly ot 
natural opportunities." 

Special mention was made of the lios 
pitality of the Nonautum Club toward a 
half hour paper on Single Tax. followed 
by •* bombardment of questions for a 
solid two hours and a half from which 
the Single Tax came off without a scar. 

Warm acknowledgements were ex- 
pressed to the Newton Graphic 
aud the Newton Journal, aud 
each of wiiich has kindly giveu 
place, with scarcely a siugle exception, 
to a full report of a column and more, 
sometimes two columns of every ou** of 
the eleven meetings. Appreciative 
thauks were voted to Rev. Mr. Hayes, 
and ail the other speakers who from first 
to last had given so much of profit and 
interest to these occasions. 

Attention was ’called to the heading 
giveu by a Newton paper to the last 
reoort. "The Siugle Tax Mill Still 
Grinding,” and it was auuouucud that 
the mill would now he closed for a sea- 
sou for want of grisr. Invita ion was 
extended to auy win should be inter- 
ested in some simple club orgauiz ition 
to keep the fires burning, to come to 230 
Bellevue street upon some evening to be 
named iu the near future.

CHINESE WOMAN PRESENT. 

woman’s foreion mission a ry society 

OF TIIK M. K. Cllt’ RCII CKLKIIRATKH. 


Twenty-seven years ago the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society of the Metli- 
odiat Episcopal church wna organized in 
Tremont street church in Boston and 
Sunday evening the anniversary of this 
inteiesting occasion was observed in tho 
same church, a largo congregation being 
present. 

Miss Louise Manning Hodgkins, presi 
dent of the Now England branch and 
editor ol the organ of tbo society, pro- 
sided. 

In her opening remarks, Miss Hodg- 
kins stated that thiR society had dis- 
bursed $3,500,000 and that it had more 
than $400,000 invested in buildings, 
schools and other property in China. 
There aro now in that country 55,000 
native Christian church members. 

Mrs, Butler, the wife of Dr. Butler, 
both of whom are well known for their 
long and effective work in the missionary 
field, spoke on the Biblical promises that 
are being fulfilled in Chinn, and made an 
earnest appeal for co-operation of Chris- 
tian workers in bringing about this 
divine purpose. 

The main speaker of the evening was 
Miss Ruth Sites of Nowton, who returns 
after five years’ continuous service iu 
China and whose parents have been in 
the work in that country for many years. 
She spoke in a very interesting way of 
her own experience and the require- 
ments of the missionaries, dwelling upon 
the sufferings of tho Chinese womeu and 
relatiug their UBefnluoss. and the change 
in their lives after being converted to 
Christianity. 

Miss Marguerite Whong, the daughter 
of a highly educated Chinese gentleman, 
who has taken two government degrees 
and in whose home die strictest rules of 
Chinese etiquette prevail, was present, 
and through an interpreter expressed 
her pleasure at meeting her American 
friends, aud commented upon the differ- 
ence she noted between the observance 
of Sunday in American cities from that 
in her own country. 

She also said that she had beard in 
this country of American women being 
poorly paid when they receive from $5 
to $7 por week, but iu China women 
would work for 5 aud 10 cents a day and 
still have something to give for their re 
ligion. She was glad that what the 
people gave here went for the true wor- 
ship of God aud not for paper aud in- 
cense to be burnt to idols.

THE NEW CITY TREASURER. 

The contest over the electiou of a city 
treasurer was decided, Monday night, 
and Major Seth Alonz > lliuletl, of New- 
tonville, was chosen by a good majority 
and the vote was afterwards made 
unanimous. The citizens generally feel , 
well satisfied with the choice that has | 
beeu made. 

Major Ranlett for a number of years 
was a resident of Newtouville, where he 
has many warm friends wbo will be glad 
to welcome him back to the city. He 
was sworn into office, the night of his 
election, aad has already eutered upon 
the duties of bis office. 

He has bad an excellent business 
training as secretary of the Washington 
Fire & Marine Insurance Company, one 
of the strongest institutions of its kind. 
It was started by old and wealthy 
merchants of Boston, and had a success- 
ful history, but some five years ago the 
stockholders decided that they did not 
care to compete with the modern 
methods of insurance, pursued by the 
new companies, and voted to close up 
tbe business. They reinsured the pol- 
icies of those who desired it, but decided 
to keep tbe organization till tbe last 
claim was paid, which was only a few 
months ago, and Mr. Ranlett was able to 
piy the Btockboldeis* §1.37 for every 
dollars worth of stock. 

Mr. Ranlett won his title of major by 
gallant service in tbe war, and has been 
one of the prominent members of Charles 
Ward Post. He enlisted in the 36th 
Mubs. Regiment, from Charlestown, 
commanded by Gen. Draper, on Dec. 10, 
1662, and served until disabled, wheu he 
was granted an honorable discharge on 
Feb. 24, 1664, having risen from 1st 
Lieutenant to Adjutanr, and been 
brevetted major. When recommended 
for promotion, Gen, Draper wrote a very 
strong letter endorsing him for bravery 
on the field. Tbe regiment saw hard 
service, entering its first battle at Fred- 
erickburg in December, 62, aud being 
transferred to the West the next year, 
was preseut at ihe battles of Vick burg, 
Jackson, Campbell Statiou, Blue Spring, 
Knoxville, Wilderness, Spotsylvania, No. 
Anna, Cold Harbor, Petersburg. Poplar 
Spring Church, aud Hatcbei’s Run. 

At tbe battle of Fredericksburg, Major 
Raulett received a severe injury from tbe 
bursting of a shell near biB bead, and is 
slightly deaf in consequence. 

He was born in 1840, aud iB conse- 
quently 56 years ot age. He has tbe 
highest endorsements for business 
ability and stiict iniegtiiy, and will 
make a worthy successor to tbe late 
C'apt. Kemick. 

It is uol probable that there will be 
any gteat ebauges made in the office, 
aud Mr. Raulett has decided to appoint 
Mr. C. Bowditch Collin, wbo has beeu 
connected with tbe office for several 
yeais as papmaster, to be assistant treas- 
urer aud collector.

THE W HITNEY GAS HI LI,. 

The committee on manufactures still 
has tbe Whttoey bill under consideration 
and those who are usually well informed 
predict a favorable report in the near 
tn i lire. No question of equal interest 
has been considered by a legislature of 
Massachusetts for years— indeed it is im- 
possible to iuc.iII one which will rank 
with it iu lar reaching importance. It 
has been well said that •'civilization is 
bear, and anything that will tend to 
cheaper fuel will, most assuredly, alfoct I 
every person living within the coniines I 
of tlie Commonwealth. .Stripped of nil I 
its technical language tbe Whitney bid 
means fifty cent gas for tbe poople of 
Massachusetts. As to whether lha peo- 
ple of the stato waut gas at that price 
there is only one answer. No amount of 
rancid personalities or of vicious inter 
pietation will cloud this fact from the 
public mind for au instant. It stands 
out clear aud distant. 

in this country comparatively few of 
tlie population use gas, being detorred 
from usiug it by reason or its excessive 
cost. Statistics show that in places 
whore gas is low about every other 
family uses it, while where it is high 
only about one in seven families have t 

Under the plan proposed by Mr. Whit- 
ney the cities and towns in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Boston could be supplied 
with the gas from one plant. To lay tbe 
mains in such places would cost in tbe 
neighborhood of §1,065,000, to build 
holders would cost about §500,000 more, 
and as there is a population of about 
500,000 in this district, tbe cost pur capita 
would be in the neighborhood of §3. 
Uuder such a system this district, which 
now consumes annually about 800.000 
tons of coal, would tiud its cost of fuel 
materially reduced, and instoad of dusty 
stoves would be supplied with a gas for 
fuel which would do the work far more 
satisfactorily. 

Mr. Whitney’s position is unique in 
the history of Massachusetts legislation. 
No map in the state enjoys the public 
confidence more than he. His business 
life has been one unbroken line of com- 
mercial successes, and now iu the fullest 
vigor of his manhood he pledges his life, 
his fortune aud his sacred honor to the 
accomplishment of this great work, pro- 
vided the law-makers will give him 
authority so to do. With these facts in 
view coupled with tbe statement that un- 
der his improved process he will bo en- 
abled to furnish coke for more languish- 
ing manufactories and fertilizers for our 
struggling farmers, cheaper than have 
ever before been known iu the history of 
the state, the duty of the legislature is 
plain — it should promptly pass the 
Whitney bill. 


AUBURNDALE’S PARK. 

MEANS SUGGESTED FOR MAKING IT MORE 
ATTRACTIVE. 


The Auburndale Village Improvement 
Society held a public meeting in Auburn 
Hall last evening. The principal speak- 
er was Mr. Warren H. Manning of Btook- 
line, who discussed how it was best to 
improve the Auburndale Park and utilize 
opportunities in connection with the new 
boulevard which runs through the city. 

President Edward E. Hardy presided, 
and announced that the society is not ex- 
c usive, but wishes all who care for the 
interests and welfare of the village to 
become members. 

Notice was read from the city of New- 
ton, giving the society leave to withdraw 
on its petition for the widening of Cen- 
tral street. 

A general discussion followed the ad 
dress of Mr. Manning aud by motion of 
Mr. E. B. Haskell the executive com- 
mittee was authorized to take such action 
with the city authorities as they may 
deem wise. 

It was voted that the park commission 
be conferred with and an endeavor made 
to secure a portion of tbe appropriation 
for parks for Auburndale. 

Mr. Mosmau said that last year only §4 
was expended in Auburndale, while in 
Ward 6 §1100 were spent on the play- 
ground, aud §700 on Crystal lake. 

It was also voted that tbe city be re- 
quested, through its engineer, to make a 
topographical survey from which a plan 
cau be made.
